Alioto pleads 
incompetence 


T’S BEEN an unusually good week 
} for sleaze and corruption in San 
Francisco. 

On Thursday, July 20th, the City 
Planning Commission — the supposed- 
ly progressive, neighborhood-oriented, 
environmentalist Agnos-appointed City 
Planning Commission — voted 5-2 to 
let a group of wealthy out-of-town 
speculators create yet another tourist 
trap at Fisherman’s Wharf. 

The Underwater World vote was a 
tremendous victory for Willie Brown, 
who used his role as speaker of the As- 
sembly to promote the interests of a 
private law client and got away without 
even token scrutiny by the commis- 
sioners. It was a tremendous victory for 
Robert Bass, the Texas financier, and 
Questar Corp, the New Zealand devel- 
oper, who managed to buy off even 
staunch progressives like Sue Bierman 
and Jim Morales by tossing the city a 
few extra crumbs and some pieties 
about families and children. 

It was a tremendous victory for the 
Chronicle, which never had to answer 
even the most obvious questions that 
arose when it revealed it was an in- 
vestor in the waterfront project. And it 
was a tremendous victory for the re- 
maining investors, who were never 
forced to reveal their names. 

The battle isn’t over yet — the Port 
Commission, the Arts Commission, 
the Board of Supervisors and the 
BCDC still have to sign off on the 
deal. But the forces of sleaze won 
Round One. 

The smoke was just clearing from 
Thursday’s tragedy when Supervisor 
Bill Maher, with no apparent warning, 
moved at the July 24th board meeting 
to cut from the city budget funds for a 
feasibility study on municipalizing 
PG&E. Although the Finance Com- 
mittee had approved the feasibility 
study allocation, Maher’s motion 
passed, 6-5. Not surprisingly, four 
other longtime PG&E allies — Super- 
visors Nelder, Hsieh, Gonzalez, and 
Kennedy — sided with Maher. But the 
swing vote came from Angela A oto, 
who had stated publicly on num rous 
occasions, even in her campaign 
literature, that she supported a 
feasibility study. 

What happened? Well, some of 
those present at the meeting told us 
that Alioto had been seen conversing 
with Maher just before she cast her 
vote. Alioto told us she had not talked 
to anyone from PG&E about the issue 
before the meeting. She then proceed- 
ed to explain that her vote was all a 
terrible mistake. 

“T blew it. What can I tell you?”’ 
she said. ‘‘I sound ridiculous. I don’t 
know what I can tell you.” 

Yes, supervisor: You do sound 
ridiculous. It’s hard to believe you 
were so confused about the issue that 
you couldn’t figure out which side you 
were on. (In the future, you might try 
a simple little rule: On anything involv- 
ing PG&E, just watch how Bill Maher 
votes, and then vote the other way.) 

Is Alioto telling the truth, or is her 
plea of incompetence just a cover for a 
major sellout? Who knows — but 
either way, the folks at 77 Beale Street 
couldn't be more pleased with their 
newest political acquisition.

The Planning Commission’s 
tragic aquarium vote 


E WEREN'T terribly surprised that the 
W San Francisco Planning Commission 

voted 5-2 to approve the Underwater 
World aquarium project at Fisherman’s Wharf. San 
Francisco planning commissioners have never been 
able to stand up to serious political muscle. And 
Underwater World had as much money and power 
behind it as any major project we’ve seen in years. 

The way the commissioners split, however, was 
quite a surprise — and quite a disappointment. Sue 
Bierman, the tough, dependable environmentalist 
and neighborhood advocate who stood firm 
through all those 6-1 votes in the endless Feinstein 
years, and Jim Morales, the bright young Agnos 
appointee who seemed to have a tremendous 
future as part of a new generation of progressive 
community leaders — both voted against the 
neighborhood groups, against the environmental 
activists, against the concept of rational long-term 
community planning, and in favor of a couple of 
wealthy out-of-town developers, their secret in- 
vestment partners and a cadre of high-paid lawyers 
and public relations consultants, including the 
speaker of the state Assembly. 

Once Bierman and Morales fell, the outcome 
was never in doubt. The Agnos Planning Com- 
mission is hardly packed with progressives. 
Like George Moscone before him, Agnos ap- 
pointed three commissioners with solid en- 
vironmentalist credentials — but left the down- 
town forces with a one-vote majority. 

The two votes against the project came from the 
businessmen on the commission, Doug Engmann 
and Rob Dick. Engmann is generally a solid en- 
vironmentalist vote. Dick is often on the 
developers’ side. 

But both seemed to agree on one basic point: 
The Underwater World project was a planning 
nightmare. Whatever its merits as an entertain- 
ment facility for families and children, the two 
dissenters said, the huge project as currently pro- 
posed doesn’t belong at Pier 39, in the middle of 
one of San Francisco’s most congested areas, 
where big out-of-town investors like Robert 
Bass with big commercial projects like Underwater 
World are inexorably squeezing out the fishing in- 
dustry and small local merchants. 

Unfortunately, none of the commissioners seemed 
to grasp the larger issues at stake in this battle: The 
future of San Francisco’s economy, local control 
of local land and the importance of full public 
disclosure for out-of-town developers who seek 
newer and more exotic ways to mine San Fran- 
cisco’s gold. 


by Morales, demanded conditions and won 

from Underwater World concessions that 
would have been inconceivable during the 
Feinstein years. For a sellout of monumental 
proportions, the Underwater World vote has an 
unusual bright side — it sets a whole new standard 
for what developers have to provide San Fran- 
ciscans to make their projects palatable. 

The concessions were nowhere near enough to 
make up for the problems the project will cause. 
For example, the commissioners should have re- 
quired the developer to pay the full cost of pro- 
viding Muni service to aquarium patrons (and that 
might include the cost of a new light rail line, or a 
significant number of new buses, funded in perpe- 
tuity through a special annual assessment). In- 
stead, the developer agreed to subsidize the cost of 
increased service on the existing (and already inade- 
quate) Embarcadero line. 

But when you’re dealing with the San Francisco 
City Planning Commission, you learn to ap- 
preciate anything that even resembles a benefit to 
the city from a project that will reduce even further 
the quality of urban life. If the commission keeps 
escalating its mitigation demands, perhaps a few 
greedy land-rapers will get scared away, and go 
ruin someone else’s town. It’s a pleasant thought. 

Most of the precedents set by the Underwater

World vote are far less pleasant. There is, first of 
all, the collapse of the solid progressive voting 
bloc. Morales appeared skeptical of the project 
from the start, and Bierman seemed ready to op- 
pose it until the day before the final vote. For both 
of them, the pro-development stance was entirely 
out of chatacter. What happened? 

During and after the meeting, Bierman kept 
talking about her concern for ‘‘the children’? — 
the ones who would (we’re told) get a thrill out of 
riding a moving walkway through a plastic tube 
and looking at marine life outside. But anyone 
with any political sense (and that includes Sue 
Bierman) should have realized immediately that 
the hype about children was just a cynical ploy 
concocted by the Underwater World public rela- 
tions team to win support from liberals with soft 
hearts (and softer heads). 

Let’s be serious: Texas speculator Robert Bass 
and his partners from New Zealand are not driven 
by some powerful hidden desire to help the world’s 
children. They aren’t even terribly concerned 
about whether kids who live here or come to visit 
have enough fun things to do to keep their young 
minds occupied. There is exactly one thing the in- 
vestors want out of this glitzy new aquarium proj- 
ect; money. 

And from all evidence we’ve seen to date, the 
money that Underwater World could generate is 
impressive. A fter all, the developers were willing to 
put up several million dollars just to hire lawyers, 
lobbyists and public relations consultants and buy 
key politicians with campaign contributions. Then 
they were willing to subsidize Muni, pay off the 
California Academy of Sciences, give away many 
thousands of free tickets to children and families 
and reduce the number of paying visitors allowed 
each hour — all just to get the Planning Commis- 
sion’s approval. 

Bass and company are not fish-happy madmen 
who have let their aquatic dreams get out of con- 
trol. They are serious, hard-headed businessmen 
who keep a sharp eye on the bottom line. They’re 
more than willing to throw San Francisco a few 
choice pieces of bait — it’s just a cost of doing 
business, and the final returns will make it seem in- 
significant. 


vestors make? There’s no way to know. The 
Planning Commissioners didn’t ask. 

Where will all that money go? Well, most of it will 
apparently leave town. The economies of Texas and 
Auckland will get a nice boost when Underwater 
World opens its doors. Chronicle Publishing Com- 
pany (which has been making so much money from 
the San Francisco Chronicle and KRON-TV that it 
has been buying up other media around the country) 
also has a stake in the aquarium. But we suspect the 
money won’t go into better local news coverage at 
the Chron and Channel 4. 

Who else will get rich from the continued 
destruction of the San Francisco waterfront? We 
don’t know. The commissioners refused to take 
the basic, simple step of demanding that the 
developers disclose who all the investors are. 

If Ferdinand Marcos or Supasit Mahaguna had 
put up the money for this project, would the com- 
missioners have been able to approve it? Not likely. 

And how do we know Marcos, Mahaguna or 
someone worse isn’t behind Underwater World? 
We don’t. That may be the most serious failure of 
the Agnos Planning Commission and the most 
tragic precedent set by the recent vote. 

Other than a few relatively minor kickbacks and 
subsidies (and some hefty legal and consulting 
fees), it’s hard to see what, if anything, San Fran- 
cisco will actually gain from this project. As far as 
we can tell, it’s just one more example of how San 
Francisco Planning Commissions, under mayor 
after mayor (liberal and conservative alike), have 
sold off and given away, piece by painful piece, the 
crown jewels of what was once one of the world’s 
greatest cities.

Not only is the experiment totally unrelated 
to the writer’s problem of human discomfort, itisa 
too-common example of the thoroughly cruel and 
senseless treatment of animals in laboratories. 

I don’t mean to attack her personally, but I do 
wish to inform her that her position as an advice 
donor to humans should not include the task of 
further desensitizing these humans to the suffering 
of laboratory animals solely to prove her point that 
“we all have our priorities.’’ This is not news to 
anyone. Demanding that a rat or any other animal 
choose between loneliness without physical pain 
and affection accompanied by electric shock in the 
process of obtaining it is no kinder than the 
“‘Sophie’s choice” demanded of the semi-fictional 
heroine who had to choose which child she least 
wanted killed by the Nazis. 

Rats are living, feeling, thinking, complex be- 
ings, just like humans, and for that reason above 
all others, we should treat them as we wish to be 
treated. Certainly some of these complexities are 
indigenous to all animals, but this does not merit 
the exploitation of millions in order to “‘scien- 
tifically prove’’ what we should all find quite ob- 
vious. The basic reverence for all life that we learned 
when we were children has been lost over the years

and must be regained. Regaining this reverence can 
only begin when we stop being casual and callous 
about cruel and unnecessary animal experimenta- 
tion.

The San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission was 
created in 1964 as the city’s 
response to demonstrations 
and sit-ins protesting job 
discrimination against blacks 
by the city’s employers. 

Participants in those 
demonstrations, along with 
public officials who passed the 
city's human rights ordinance, 
will be honored in a 25th an- 
niversary reception 
Thursday/27, 5:45-7:45 pm 
at the City Hall rotunda. 

For $10, guests can hobnob 
with today’s politicians who 
will be speaking at the celebra- 
tion, including Mayor Art 
Agnos, Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown and Lieutenant 
Governor Leo McCarthy, and 
honor the Human Rights Com- 
mission.The 1964 ordinance 
establishing the commission 
prohibited discrimination on 
the basis of race, religion, col- 
or, ancestry or place of birth. 
Over the years other cate- 
gories were added: age, sex, 
sexual orientation, disability 
and AIDS. What the commis- 
sion does not have is power to 
enforce anti-discrimination 
rulings — but within this limita- 
tion, the commission has in- 
vestigated and mediated 
cases of racial discrimination 
and conflict, monitored city 
contracts for compliance with 
affirmative-action and anti-dis- 
crimination guidelines and 
worked to expand oppor- 
tunities for minority- and 
women-owned businesses. 


Opposing U.S. Central — 
America actions: The Marin 
Interfaith Task Force on Cen- 
tral America is widely 
recognized as an effective 
force mobilizing volunteers 
and resources to change and 
counter the effects of U.S. 
government intervention in 
Central America. Volunteers 
from MITF serve as protective 
“shadows’’ for members of 
the non-governmental El 
Salvador Human Rights Coali- 
tion — whose predecessors 
have been been killed or 
disappeared, but who have all 
so far survived while accom- 
panied by North Americans.

CIA RECRUITS 
CONTRAS FOR 
GUERRILLA WAR 
IN PANAMA 


SAN JOSE, COSTA RICA 
MORE THAN 1,000 Nicaraguan ex- 
contras are being armed, trained and in- 
filtrated into Panama to await orders for 
military actions aimed at driving General 
Manuel Noriega from power, according to 
sources directly involved in the effort. 

The United States Central Intelligence 
Agency, the sources say, is playing a 
major role in the formation of the 
guerrilla groups. 

Panama has filed a formal complaint 
charging that Costa Rica is serving as a 
staging area for ex-contras preparing 
an invasion of Panama, and that U.S. 
Army transport planes are moving con- 
tras from Honduran bases to locations in 
southern Costa Rica. Costa Rica has 
denied the charges. 

There is no evidence of the invasion- 
scale activity described by the Panamanian 
government. But several reliable sources 
say at least three groups, made up mostly 
of blacks and Miskito Indians from 
Nicaragua’s Atlantic coast, have been 
formed. Nicaraguans, the sources say, are 
being used because of their experience in 
CIA-backed guerrilla warfare against the 
Sandinista government. Blacks and 
Miskitos are being used because they can 
easily blend into Panama’s multi-racial 
society. An additional factor, said one of 
those involved, is ‘‘there are no 
Panamanians [the CIA] can trust.”’ 

Modesto Watson, a veteran of the anti- 
Sandinista war who has been close to, but 
not directly involved in, the formation of 
the ‘‘Panamanian contras,’’ said many 
blacks and Miskitos are volunteering out 
of respect for the late Dr. Hugo 
Spadafora. Dr. Spadafora, a former 
Panamanian health minister, was a 
staunch opponent of Gen. Noriega. He led 
a detachment of Miskito Indians in the 
war against the Sandinistas until he was 
killed in Panama in 1985. 

Sources say one of the newly-formed 
guerrilla groups is camped in a remote, 
mountainous area on the Costa Rican side 
of the border. Another group is waiting in 
“‘safe houses’’ near San Jose to receive 
arms and instructions. 

The third is said to be armed and wait- 
ing in a camp in a remote jungle area of 
northern Panama, 30 miles from the Costa 
Rican border, supplied by CIA ships. 
Sources say most of its 1200 men are 
veterans of the war for autonomy of 
Nicaragua’s Atlantic coast. 

There have been no reports to date of 
guerrilla actions in Panama. Watson said 
the guerrilla groups are biding their time 
“until the politically right moment.’’ He 
said it would be especially inappropriate 
for military actions to begin now, while the 
Organization of American States is trying 
to find a peaceful solution to the 
Panamanian crisis. “Soon, when the OAS 
gives up, I think you’ll see some action,”’ 
Watson said. 

Everyone involved agrees that the 
Nicaraguan force is far too small to hope 
to oust Gen. Noriega alone. However, the 
CIA has told the Nicaraguans that they 
can expect widespread support from the 
general population and elements of the 





Panamanian defense forces. 

Another indication of the CIA’s interest 
in Panama is the daily broadcast program 
of a ClA-supported radio station in San 
Jose. Radio Impacto had previously broad- 
cast primarily to Nicaragua, but on May 8, 
the day after the aborted Panamanian elec- 
tions, the station opened a relay station in 
southern Costa Rica, enabling it, for the 
first time, to reach Panama City. 

Officials in the small town of Cahuita, 
site of the relay station, said the installa- 
tion was shot at last month by individuals 
firing semi-automatic weapons from a car. 

Panama has officially complained to 
Costa Rica that the inflammatory, anti- 
Noriega news reports and editorials of 
Radio Impacto go beyond legitimate news 
reporting. President Oscar Arias has stated 
that the station’s broadcasts are being 
closely monitored and that transmissions 
will be halted if Radio Impacto is found to 
be violating ‘‘the norms of journalism.”’ 

However, the person responsible for 
that monitoring is Minister for Home Af- 
fairs Antonio Alvarez Desanti who, as a 
private lawyer, handled the registration of 
Radio Impacto in 1983. 

Manuel Jiron, the station’s first 
manager, said “‘Impacto began with CIA 
money. . . and continued with CIA 
money. I am sure that they are still receiv- 
ing money that way.” 

When asked about CIA financing of 
Radio Impacto, Alvarez shrugged and said 
“The only money we’re worried about 
coming into this country is drug money.”

INDECISION ON 
JAIL BONDS MAY 
COST SF 

$37 MILLION 


SAN FRANCISCO Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey has proposed a new way to 
spend Proposition 52 funds — earmarked 
for new city jail facilities — in the hope 
that the plan can be implemented by the 
September 1990 deadline. 

But continued disagreement among city 
officials over the best use of the money 
may doom the plan to failure. If that hap- 
pens, the $37 million in bond money 
allocated to San Francisco will revert back 
to the state. 

Hennessey proposed a major jail- 
construction project in late May (see Bay 
Guardian 6/7/89), but the divided Jail 
Policy Committee has still not reached a 
decision on the proposal. Opponents, in- 
cluding Supervisor Nancy Walker and 
Public Defender Jeff Brown, say the city 
should not be using its money to build 
more jail cells, and should concentrate on 
alternatives to incarceration and im- 
provements in existing facilities. 

By now, Hennessey told the Bay Guard- 
ian, the 13 months remaining before the 
deadline is not enough time to get the 
project underway. ‘‘We abandoned the 
jail construction project due to the lack of 
time,”’ he said. 

But Hennessey’s new proposal, which 
centers on expanding the work furlough 
program and upgrading existing facilities, 
is also likely to face opposition when the 
Jail Policy Committee meets in August. 

Ironically, the opposition comes primar- 
ily from people who refuse to give up on 
the original notion of building a new jail. 
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District Attorney Arlo Smith is still 
pushing for the new 600-bed facility 
Hennessey had initially proposed. So is 
Jack Block, president of the Grand Jury 
Association. ‘‘The jail facilities are com- 
pletely inadequate,’’ Block told the Bay 
Guardian. Block insisted that the project 
proposal could be put together in time. 
‘With 12 months to go, I think that’s 
enough time to do it,’”’ he said. ‘‘Miracles 
happen when crises arise. It’s do-able.’’ 

The plan backed by Smith and Block 
calls for the acquisition of a site and the 
construction of a 600-bed jail facility near 
the Hall of Justice, the most likely site at 
Harriet and Ahern. 

But Hennessey said it would be impossi- 
ble to acquire that site in time for a jail- 
construction project. A 12-unit apartment 
building would have to be demolished and 
its tenants relocated. In addition, the proj- 
ect would have to go through the time- 
consuming processes of environmental re- 
view, bid-proposal and -acceptance and the 
formulation of final architectural plans. 

Hennessey has proposed instead that the 
money be used for three smaller projects 
that would qualify for the funds and have 
a reasonable chance of meeting the ever- 
approaching deadline. 

First, the work-furlough program would 
be expanded by 160 slots through the pur- 
chase and remodeling of a building at 1717 
Mission. The site would also house ‘‘ad- 
ministrative and operating’’ space for 
various inmate programs. 

The second part of the proposal remains 
largely unchanged from the original plan 
announced in May. It calls for upgrading 
the smoke-removal and safety equipment 
in the Hall of Justice, along with up- 
grading the jail’s shower facilities. These 
improvements are mandated under the 
court-ordered consent decree and would 
also meet criteria established for receiving 
Proposition 52 funds. 

The third phase of the program pro- 
poses construction of a laundry and 
kitchen at the San Bruno Jail. It would 
also include an intake and storage facility. 

The Jail Policy Committee meets Aug. 
2nd to debate the alternative proposals.

FOR BERKELEY 
RENT BOARD, 
IT’S MARSH 
VERSUS HOLT 


FOR THE SECOND time in a year, the 
Berkeley Rent Stabilization Board, long a 
pioneer of progressive rent-control 
policies, is teetering on a thin political edge 
and may well fall into the control of a pro- 
landlord group. 

Having kept its slim 5-4 pro-tenant 
majority by one vote last fall, and that 
only after a contested recount and court 
battle, the pro-tenant Berkeley Citizens 
Action group lost its most popular rent 
board member, Florence McDonald, to 
cancer last month. 

With the board again evenly divided, the 
city will hold a special election Oct. 3rd to 
fill the swing seat. The outcome will deter- 
mine, at least for the short run, whether 
Berkeley will continue to play a leading 
role in city and state battles to strengthen 
rent control. 

In this situation, BCA is in no mood to 


perienced candidate. So at its membership 
meeting Sunday, July 23rd, BCA selected 
Pearl Alice Marsh, an intelligent and 
energetic woman with a mile-long resume 
that shouts of her commitment tg service 
in Berkeley and the black community. 

In an interview with the Bay Guardian, 
Marsh said she holds a PhD in Political 
Science from the University of California 
at Berkeley and is Vice Chair of the joint 
Cal-Stanford Center on African Studies. 

She has held many positions in local 
government, including a two-year stint on 
the first Berkeley rent board in 1980-81. In

addition, she worked for four months in 
1987 to develop a county response to 
Oakland’s health-care crisis and served as 
an.aide to Berkeley City Councilmembers 
Wes Hester and Maudelle Shirek. 

Marsh was also instrumental in getting 
the Berkeley South African divestment 
ordinance passed in 1979 and in establish- 
ing Berkeley’s sister-city relationship with 
Oukasie, an illegal black township in 
South Africa. 

Her close ties to the black community 
give her an understanding of what she calls 
“the legitimate grievances’’ of the Black 
Property Owners Association, particularly 
the issue of historically low rents. ‘‘It’s a 
real issue for small black landlords and I 
intend to make sure that we address it,”’ 
she told the Bay Guardian. 

But she doesn’t feel the black community 
is anti-rent control. ‘‘Part of the reason the 
black community supported rent control in 
1980 was that homeowners realized their 
children were leaving Berkeley because they 
couldn’t afford the increasing rent.” 

The two years Marsh already spent on 
the rent board have given her familiarity 
with and perspective on the issues. At the 
BCA membership meeting she presented a 
12-point plan for her first 100 days in of- 
fice, including promising to fight attempts 
by the pro-landlord faction to institute 
‘‘separate agreements,’’ a thinly disguised 
vacancy decontrol plan, retaining the 
board’s lobbyist in Sacramento, keeping 
the rent board offices open at night or 
weekends for working tenants and land- 
lords and developing standards to deal 
with asbestos in Berkeley residential units. 

Marsh says in the campaign, ‘‘I 
want to emphasize myself and the talent I 
bring to the rent board. It’s obvious why 
tenants should vote for me. It’s also im- 
portant that homeowners vote for me 
because they really respect the integrity of

San Francisco Bay, on the 
lookout for “‘oil spills, illegal 
fillings, dredge disposal and 
other sources of water 
pollution,” according to a 
statement by Baykeeper skip- 
per Michael Herz.

our diversity, that keeping a diverse 

population here keeps Berkeley Berkeley. 
For landlords, I can guarantee them they 
will be treated fairly under rent control.”’ 

While the BCA hopes the special elec- 
tion will enable it to continue its majority 
on the rent board, the pro-landlord 
Citizens for Fair Rent Control will try to 
use the election as an opportunity to re- 
capture the control it held for three 
months last fall and winter, while 
November’s contested election was being 
settled in court. 

Richard Holt, the CFRC member who 
held the contested seat during that 
period, will again be its candidate this 
time around. 

‘Fate sometimes deals a rough deal,”’ 
Holt said in an interview with the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘But I’ll give it another chance 
and try to complete what I started.”” 

A house painter and carpenter, Holt 
said he first became interested in rent 
board issues when working on a job fixing 
up an apartment in bad shape. ‘“The place 
looked like people had parties there every 
night. The landlady seemed like a nice lit- 
tle old lady and I asked her why she let 
those people destroy her place. She said 
there was nothing she could do about it, 
the rent board made everything impossi- 
ble. And I said if I had a chance I’d make 
the rent board fair for everybody. She 
took me literally. She called some of her 
friends and James Sweeney called me and 
asked me to run.”’ 

Running under the auspices of the pro- 
landlord Citizens for Fair Rent Control, 
Holt believes the Berkeley Rent Stabiliza- 
tion program has been unfair to landlords 
and this in turn has hurt the rental housing 
market. ‘‘How many new housing devel- 
opments do you see being built in Berkeley 
other than the city’s public housing proj- 
ects?”’ he asks. “‘Would you build in 
Berkeley if you had to deal with a rent 
board that seems to have no sympathy at 
all for the people who own property? So I 
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figured I could be the in-between guy, 
someone in the middle.”’ 

For all his emphasis on fairness and 
balance, the record of Holt’s three months 
on the board shows he voted for the land- 
lord in 21 of 22 appeals cases. “‘Looking at 
each case individually, in my mind it must 
have been the right thing,”’ he said. “‘I 
can’t recall each case right now, but I’m 
sure you’ll bring it up somewhere down 
the line.’” Among his votes were four 
reversals of pro-tenant decisions by a hear- 
ing examiner, including one instance that 
overturned previous board policy and 
legalized a separate agreement, allowing a 
landlord to collect charges over and above 
the legal rent. 

Holt envisions a long and hard cam- 
paign, but so far he has raised only one 
issue, the new increase in registration fees. 
“Tt used to be $80 per unit,’’ he said. ‘‘If 
an increase is needed to run the program, 
you would think it would go up five or ten 
bucks. But, pop, from $80 to $100 per 
unit! It seems like a little monster is grow- 
ing downtown.” 

Still, Holt had no specific proposals 
for trimming the board’s bud- 
get, other than to lash out at the contract 
for the city’s rent-control lobbyist in 
Sacramento, Lenny Goldberg. ‘‘His salary 
is outrageous ($2000 a month). I wouldn’t 
cut him out, but for what we’re paying 
he’d have to show me more than tracking 
two or three bills a year. I’d just watch the 
purse strings more.”’ 

When asked why voters, especially 
tenants, should back him, Holt replied, 
“T’ve got nothing to gain from it. I’ma 
tenant myself and I know paying higher 
rents is crazy. [But] I wouldn’t want to see 
it come to where it’s pushing the little guys 
out of business, the small property owners. 
I’m here to say, ‘Give ’em a break.’ 

As far as the tenants are 
concerned, the people who are supply- 
ing these places for them to live, if you 
step on them too long, there’s not going to 
be any places to rent.”’

AT CITY HALL

The San Francisco 
Chronicle has never been 
known for its efforts to help 
the homeless. Now and again, 
the paper has even picked up 
the old notion that the home- 
less are the cause of urban 
problems — and the solution 
is to get them out of 

town. Back in the 1960s, for ex- 
ample, the Chron was a major 
cheerleader for the Yerba 
Buena Center plan, which 
drove hundreds of homeless 
and low-income people out of 
town (and destroyed hundreds 
of low-cost housing units). 

Still, the lead article on the 
Chron's Business Extra page 
July 24th set a new standard 
in blame-the-victims jour- 
nalism. The piece, by David 
Tuller, presented as credible 
news the remarkable theory 
that the homeless are respon- 
sible for the lackluster 
occupancy rates at the city's 
major tourist hotels. 

In fact, the lead paragraph 
of the article asserted, ‘‘hotel 
operators and some industry 
professionals say. . . that the 
homeless problem is starting 
to threaten the $3 billion in- 
dustry, the city's largest.”’ 

To discover the explanation 
for that conclusion, you have 
to read past the jump, all the 
way down to the 15th par- 
agraph of the 17-paragraph 
story. And even there, the 
reasoning is a bit mushy. 

“Hotel operators say more 
and more guests are com- 
plaining about panhandlers in 
Union Square and other parts 
of town," the story asserts. It 
provides no further back-up, 
save for one quote from one 
hotel representative, who 
notes that the homeless scare 
guests at the city’s major 
tourist attractions. 

The story ends with a quote 
from the same person: “One 
of the questions they ask is 
which way they can go and be 
safe."’ The implication: The 
homeless are dangerous, and 
their presence threatens the 
safety of tourists at places like 
Union Square and 
Fisherman's Wharf. 

Of course, anyone who has 
been to Fisherman's Wharf or 
Union Square recently could 
explain to the Chron that those 
aren't popular congregating 
areas for the homeless, but 
that didn’t make it into the 
story. Nor did the notion that 
the homeless would probably 
be a lot happier if they could 
have stayed at the Civic 
Center, where they bothered 
politicians and journalists in- 
stead of tourists. But then, the 
daily newspapers both sup- 
ported the eviction of the Civic 
Center campers — and 
neither of them bothered to 
worry about where else the 
unhappy campers would go.

Reiner stumps Smith turf 


SAN FRANCISCO District Attorney Arlo 
Smith, who is running for attorney 
general, may actually have a fight on his 
hands to gain the crucial endorsement of 
the Police Officers Association in his own 
home town. Los Angeles DA Ira Reiner, 
Smith’s main opponent, came to San Fran- 
cisco July 18th to make a personal appeal 
to the POA executive board, and some 
members seemed to be impressed. ‘*He’s a 
pretty impressive speaker,’” POA treasure 
Al Trigueiro told me. Trigueiro would not 
predict the outcome of the membership 
endorsement vote, but noted that Smith 
does not have it sewed up. ‘“There are not 
a lot of good vibrations from the member- 
ship concerning Arlo,”’ he said. ‘“There is 
a lot of frustration left over from working 
with the DA’s office.” 

A SFPOA endorsement would be a ma- 
jor political coup for Reiner. Cops tend to 
be friendly with their hometown DA, and 
if Smith can’t even get the local POA 
backing, it won’t look real good. (Smith, 
of course, could use the loss of POA back- 
ing to his advantage, by portraying himself 
as such a crusader against corruption that 
even the cops are mad at him. But given 
Smith’s record, that will be a fairly tough 
case to make.) 


Looking for the leak 


THE SAN Francisco Police Commission 
has asked the Office of Citizen Complaints 
to conduct an internal investigation into 
the leaking of an OCC report sustaining 
charges against Deputy Chief Jack Jordan. 

Police Commission President Lou 
Giraudo said OCC Director Michael 
Langer is responsible for investigating the 
leak, and also asked that Commissioners 
Jose Medina and Al Nelder monitor the 
investigation. 

The OCC sustained charges against 
Jordan for approving the removal of a 
document from Officer Francis Achim’s 
file, after Achim was implicated in the Sep- 
tember 14, 1988 beating of United Farm 
Workers Vice President Dolores Huerta. 

Jack Jordan is Police Chief Frank 
Jordan’s brother. Chief Jordan has for- 
mally removed himself from the case. 

The removal of the document occurred 
before the criminal grand jury could 
review the case, and the OCC report con- 
cluded that Jordan had interfered with the 
grand jury investigation. 

But the investigation of the leak may 
not go very far. Section 832.7 of the state 
Penal Code — which prohibits the release 
of police personnel information — does 
not contain any provisions for penalties, as 
Deputy City Attorney George Riley, who 
advises the commission, confirmed to the 
Bay Guardian. 

So the real thrust of the investigation 
could well be an attempt to discredit the 
OCC and its investigation into Deputy 
Chief Jordan’s actions — a way of pro- 
viding damage control for the politically 
explosive case that could involve not only 
Jack Jordan, but others above him. We’ll 
keep you posted. 


Berkeley bags CFCs 


THE BERKELEY City Council continued 
its pioneering of environmental legislation

July 18th, unanimously passing a measure 
to restrict further the use, sale and distrib- 
ution of ozone-depleting CFCs. The first 
of its kind in the country, councilmember 
Nancy Skinner’s plan requires the city to 
purchase a CFC-recovery system to recycle 
CFCs from city-owned buildings, auto air 
conditioners and refrigeration units; bans 
the use and sale of CFC foam building in- 
sulation; bans the sale of halon (another 
ozone-depleting chemical) fire ex- 
tinguishers for home use; expands the ex- 
isting CFC styrofoam food-packaging ban 
to cover all CFC foam packaging; bans the 
sale of CFC 12 or freon in aerosol cans; 
regulates the use of CFC sterilants in hos- 
pitals and mandates investigating the es- 
tablishment of a CFC-recycling center and 
“refrigerator round-up” program that 
could recover CFCs rather than allowing 
their release into the atmosphere. 

The measure also extends the city’s res- 
ponsible-investment policy to boycott any 
corporation continuing to manufacture or 
use banned ozone-destructive substances. 

Although this ban within Berkeley’s city 
limits will have only a minor effect on the 
global ozone problem, supporters of the 
measure point out that Skinner’s legisla- 
tion two years ago, banning the use of 
fast-food packaging containing CFCs, has 
since become a model for similar legisla- 
tion in more than 100 cities and counties 
nationally and has helped spur the chem- 
ical industry to announce in April 1989 its 
intent to eliminate CFCs in the manufac- 
ture of all food packaging. 


Berkeley keeps reefer rule 


THE BERKELEY council also voted 5-3, 
with one abstention, not to repeal its 1979 
Marijuana Ordinance, which directs local 
police to make enforcement of the mari- 
juana laws their lowest priority. The or- 
dinance had come under review as part of 
the city’s new overall anti-drug program. 

Only the Black Property Owners 
Association is pushing for the ordinance’s 
repeal, arguing marijuana leads the city’s 
black youth to use crack. The Berkeley 
Police Department has called the or- 
dinance ‘‘irrelevant’’ and the Police Review 
Commission voted 7-1 to recommend the 
city council not repeal it, labeling the mat- 
ter a ‘‘non-issue.”’ 

At the City Council meeting, BPOA 
President James Smith admitted that he 
“might have even voted for [the Berkeley 
Marijuana Initiative] myself at the time’’ 
but said it sends mixed messages to youth 
about drugs now. He has started a petition 
drive to put on the ballot a measure to 
repeal the ordinance, but so far has only 
350 of the more than 4,000 signatures 
needed. Mayor Loni Hancock says she 
sees the flap over the marijuana issue as 
much ado about nothing. ‘‘Berkeley’s 
drug plan targets the crack epidemic as the 
number one priority and focuses our 
resources on dealing with it. I believe any 
attempt to distract from this focus is 
counter-productive,’’ she said. 

In other action, the Berkeley Council 
broke a deadlock on the Rent Board, 
voting 5-4 to renew the contract for the 
city’s rent control lobbyist in Sacramento, 
Lenny Goldberg, for the remainder of the 
legislative session. Hi

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Looking back on ‘Gay in America’

E F YOU WERE to take three hours, as I did recently, and 





read the San Francisco Examiner’s ‘‘Gay in America’’ 

series in one sitting, you, too, might be inclined to aban- 
don the critic’s stance. You, too, might finish your reading 
with a sense of amazement that a daily newspaper could pro- 
duce such an insightful and sensitive piece of journalism 
about gay men and lesbians. 

Indeed, the 16-day, 64-page undertaking represented an 
unprecedented commitment on the part of any American 
newspaper, in the mainstream or alternative press, to report 
on ‘‘the least accepted and most disliked minority in Amer- 
ica,’’ as Examiner Publisher Will Hearst wrote in a June 4th 
introduction to the series. 

Whether the Examiner, on a daily basis, will be able to sus- 
tain anything like the series’ in-depth coverage of the gay 
community can only be answered by the passage of time. 

The question, though, is likely to become more urgent 
now that Greg Brock, the paper’s openly gay assistant 
managing editor for news, has decided to return to the Wash- 
ington Post in September. Brock was probably the person 
most responsible for getting “Gay in America’”’ from idea to 
printed product. He told me last week he’s going back simply 
because the Post made him an offer he ‘‘could not refuse.’’ 


hottest thing to hit newspapering since the invention of 

cold type? In general, because the series exhibited a 
scope, depth and insight into its subject I’ve never seen before 
in a major newspaper. The real answer, of course, comes by 
taking a close look at the series. 

A list of most of the stories gives you an idea of the 
project’s broad range: A first-ever national poll of gays, gays 
and the legal system, lesbians, minority gays, gays and the 
media, homophobia, gay bashers, gays and religion, the gay 
migration to the city, gay families, gay political power, gays 
and AIDS, gay youth, coming out, gay culture, gays and 
Hollywood, gay theater, drag, gays and sports, gays and 
psychology, the next gay generation, gay elders, gays and TV 
and the gay market. 

Some critics of the series have said that the topics covered by 
this list make for interesting sociology but are not news. Others 
said, OK, they’re news, but it’s too much material, too many 
stories, too many days of coverage to hold readers’ attention. 

The Examiner seems to have proved critics wrong on both 
counts. The series held enough news value to increase the 
paper’s circulation on the days it ran by between 3,000 and 
10,000 readers, according to Brock. Yes, it was amammoth 
package of stories. (Some of my friends did begin to ask if I 
had read ‘‘Gay in America Part 97”’ yet.) But the avalanche of 
letters to the paper indicated readers were paying attention. 

The readers’ reactions were perhaps predictable. Many of 
those who disliked the series wrote letters attacking the paper 
for, among other sins, becoming a ‘‘fag rag’ — a charge 
about the Hearst Corporation’s flagship newspaper that 
must have had old William Randolph Hearst spinning in his 
grave. The vituperative tone of some of the letters showed 
that even here, in the capital of gay America, homophobia is 
a hatred that’s not afraid to speak its own name. 

In the gay community there was some grumbling from the 
politically correct and the nitpickers. (One lesbian media 
maven called an Examiner editor to complain that the 
women she recommended weren’t in the lesbian piece.) But 
overall the gay reaction seemed positive, even enthusiastic. 
Numerous gay day parade marchers waved Examiner 
placards advertising the series. And one lesbian in a wheel- 
chair carried a homemade sign that said simply, ‘“Thank you 


S O WHY doI think the ‘‘Gayin America”’ series was the 





S.F. Examiner.” 

Readers probably reacted so strongly to the series not just 
because of the controversial nature of the subject, but 
because many of the pieces were so emotionally powerful. 

For example, ‘‘Bobby’s Legacy’’ by Lily Eng recounted 
the story of 20-year-old Bobby Griffith who ‘‘chose the 
warm, moonlit night of Aug. 27, 1983 as his time to die.”’ 

Eng’s piece was more than just a sob story about a young 
man from a fundamentalist family who couldn’t come to 
terms with his homosexuality and finally killed himself. It 
showed the terrible costs commonplace homophobia can ex- 
act, by weaving together Bobby’s sad fate with his mother’s 
anguished change of heart about the evils of being gay. Best 
of all, Eng’s narrative was interspersed with excerpts from 
Bobby’s diary, detailing his ambivalence and illustrating the 
bright promise lost in his suicide. 

“‘Bobby’s Legacy’’ drew its power from its portrayal of 
human conflicts. That human element pervaded the rest of 
the series as well — quite intentionally. In the final proposal 
sent to management, series editor Carol Ness explained, in 
memo-ese, that the series would be built on ‘‘a heavily 
people-based bank of stories.”’ 

So instead of looking exclusively at issues — which can 
make for deadly dull journalism — the series focused almost 
single-mindedly on people and how the issues affected their 
lives. This approach went a long way toward ensuring that 
the series would not only be fascinating to read but would de- 
mand the kind of sensitive and insightful reporting the proj- 
ect needed. 

There’s no better example of that strategy’s success than 
Jayne Garrison’s four pieces about gay families. 

Garrison was dealing with a number of complex issues: 
adoption, lesbian parenting, legal protections offered through 
business law, employment, health benefits and others. 

Yet her story about lesbian parenting, for instance, began 
“‘Maryanne Simpson was a pioneer: a 36-year-old counselor 
in New Orleans who had never dated aman and yet was quite 
definitely pregnant.”’ 

In that piece and the others, Garrison cut deftly through 
the Gordian Knot of all the mind-numbing stuff by remem- 
bering that people, not just issues, are the heart of what we 
call ‘‘the news.”’ 


newspaper or on the nightly TV news unless the story is 

about death (AIDS) or politics (usually the repeal of gay 
or AIDS rights statutes). As for the supreme arbiters of 
cultural acceptance — film and television — gay life is vir- 
tually nonexistent. 

The greatest success of the ‘‘Gay in America’’ series was 
that it dared to make visible gay men and lesbians who were 
real people, with all the differences and contradictions that 
entails. 

One final note: The Examiner also exhibited an unusual 
degree of institutional fortitude by asking two freelancers to 
report on the paper’s past failures in covering gay issues, and 
on homophobia in its own newsroom. 

In that mea culpa spirit, I'll point out that during most of 
the ’80s, the Bay Guardian provided almost no coverage of 
the gay community, and no regular coverage of AIDS. 

In the last two years, however, the paper has been much 
more aggressive in seeking regular gay and AIDS reporting. 
Gay Matters, the bi-weekly column I write, is devoted solely to 
covering gay and lesbian news and is probably the only such 
animal in a general-interest newspaper in the United States.

‘THEFATE 
OF THE PRESIDIO 


Anational park? A university center? An arts community? 
Or the same old army base? The Presidio’s future is up for grabs — 
and the time to start planning isnow 


ONG BEFORE San Fran- 

cisco was a city — in fact, 

before the United States was 

a country — the land on the 

northwestern tip of the Pen- 
insula had been designated as a 
military base. 

Spanish military men like Anza, 
Ortega and Moraga determined back in 
the early 1770s that San Francisco Bay 
needed protection, and they picked out 
a site with breathtaking — and stra- 
tegically sweeping — views of the 
Golden Gate for their new fort. By 
1776, it had officially become officially 
a Spanish presidio. 

Soldiers of all nations tend to honor 
military tradition, and when the Spanish 
army moved out of the Presidio, the 
U.S. Army moved right in. There is no 
indication that anyone ever had the 
chance to question whether that par- 
ticular piece of real estate ought to be 


used for the purpose of national defense. 

Now, for perhaps the first time since 
the Spanish marked off the land and 
built their first adobe forts, the fate of 
the Presidio is up for grabs. Congress 
has decided that it no longer makes 
sense to use the land as a military base, 
and the Sixth Army is preparing to 
move out. 

For San Francisco, the fate of the 
Presidio is enormously important. It’s 
the biggest piece of undeveloped land 
in the city — substantially bigger than 
Golden Gate Park — and one of the 
most attractive. Developers, en- 
vironmentalists, institutions, artists, 
seniors, the homeless and plenty of 
others are already thinking about how 
they could put it to use. 

It’s important nationally, too: Con- 
verting the Presidio to civilian use 
could set an important precedent for 
the conversion of other defense 


facilities to peacetime use when the na- 
tion comes to its senses and starts to 
dismantle its massive military machine. 

When we decided to devote a Bay 
Guardian forum to the Presidio, in an- 
ticipation of the Fate of the Presidio 
Conference on Aug. 5th, we were less 
concerned with what a converted 
Presidio would look like than with figur- 
ing out the best way to beginning plan- 
ning for the conversion process. What, 
we asked, were the major issues to be 
resolved? And what was the best way to 
go about resolving them in a comprehen- 
sive, thoughtful and open manner? 

Our two moderators — Bay Guard- 
ian City Editor Tim Redmond and Saul 
Bloom, executive director of the Arms 
Control Research Center — asked 
those questions of a diverse panel of 
people involved in the debate over the 
Presidio: Stephen Farley, chair, Arts 
Democratic Club Presidio Task Force; 


Marc Kasky, executive director, Fort 
Mason Center; Claude Everhart, depu- 
ty mayor for government operations; 
Michael Closson, executive «tirector, 
Center for Economic Conversion; 
Michael Alexander, chair, Sierra Club 
Presidio Task Force; Patrick Lynch, 
president, Richmond District 
Democratic Club. 

Although they disagreed on many is- 
sues, the panelists did agree on one 
thing: Converting the Presidio is one of 
the most challenging, most important 
and potentially most rewarding issues 
facing this generation of San Franciscans. 


Tim Redmond: The Presidio has been a 
military base for longer than San Fran- 
cisco has been a city. Now we have Con- 
gress saying maybe we shouldn’t keep 
this as an army base, maybe it’s not 
worth putting federal money into it. 

That raises the central question: 
What should happen with that piece of 
land in 1989, looking toward the 
future? 


Claude Everhart: At this point our 
position is that we’re not supporting 
any change. It really boils down to 
some very practical issues as far as 
we’re concerned. 

Right now what we have is more or 
less a beautiful park in the midst of San 
Francisco that’s a major health center, 
that’s maintained by the Defense De- 
partment for the enjoyment of San 
Franciscans and all those who choose 
to come here. 

The alternative is fraught with a 
bunch of negatives. We don’t think at 
this point, for example, that the In- 
terior Department is going to have the 
kind of revenue it’s going to need to 
maintain that property in the pristine 
state that it’s in now. By converting it, 
there’s going to be increased and 
unbelievable pressure to develop that 
property. We’re working very hard 
back in Washington to try to get Con- 
gress to change its mind. 


Saul Bloom: Maybe you could outline 
some of the concerns the mayor has in 
terms of what might happen in San 
Francisco. 


Everhart: Once you take it out of the 
realm of the Defense Department and 
put it into the realm of more public use, 
obviously it’s going to have to be more 
integrated into the city of San Fran- 
cisco. So we’re looking at increased 
obligations for fire protection, for 
police protection, increased Muni serv- 
ice, perhaps. We have no idea at this 
point what the infrastructure costs 
might be just to continue basic things 
like gas and lights and sewers and 
sewage treatment. 


Marc Kasky: Here at Fort Mason, the 
city doesn’t have responsibility for gas, 
electric, sewer, etc. Is there a concern 
that it might be different at the Presidio 
and that the city might be responsible? 


Everhart: Let me paint a scenario that 
would help. What we would anticipate 
is that there’ll be a whole bunch of rosy 
rhetoric about what a great deal it’ll be 
when the Presidio gets transferred to 
the Interior Department, and how we'll 
have this great big park given to the 
city. Then the appropriations process 
will start and we’ll find that the amount 
of money we need to maintain that 
service won’t be allocated. 

Then the pressure’s going to be, and 
rightly so, on the citizens. They’re in 
Washington and we’re here, so people 
are going to say, “‘Look, we’ve got this 
pretty place out here but we need a new 
sewer system, and why can’t the city 
help the federal government out?” 

You’re going to have this rhetoric 
coming from Washington and the Re- 
publicans back there talking about.let’s 
have public/private partnerships here. 
And why doesn’t the city come in and 
help, and then you’ll have developers 
and others who’ll have great ideas for 
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the Presidio coming in and saying, 
“Look, why doesn’t the city help out 
and we can develop this or build that.’” 


Redmond: I suspect, Michael, that 
you have some disagreements with the 
mayor’s position on whether the 
Presidio should remain a military base. 


Michael Closson: I see this in a na- 
tional context, and I think it’s very ex- 
citing that we are talking about closing 
all these bases around the country, be- 
cause we need to start shifting resources 
away from the military toward rebuild- 
ing America. 

I can understand the mayor’s con- 
cerns, but in spite of the acknowledge- 
ment that there will inevitably be some 
difficulties in shifting this facility over, 
I think it has the potential to be an in- 
credibly exciting site, not only for the 
people of San Francisco, but people of 
the West Coast and Pacific Rim. 

I’m interested in the process. I know 
people are opposing the conversion, 
and I hope that they fail because I think 
it’s going to be a wonderful laboratory 
to experiment in transforming the facil- 
ity. I know that the Golden Gate Na- 
tional Recreation Area has had a 
number of private foundations come to 
them offering assistance in the 
redevelopment or planning process. 

I’m also interested in it because I 
think it’s critical to have a conversion 
process that involves a broad spectrum 
of the public in a very meaningful way. 
I’m concerned that we come up with the 
highest-common-denominator solu- 
tion. The thing I most worry about is 
that it’s going to be converted and we’re 
going to come up with the lowest com- 
mon denominator. We’re going to get

too much, but we lose the exciting, im- 
aginative outcomes of the process. 

Given the fact that it’s an incredible 
natural site, I think that clearly has to 
be preserved. But there are 800 build- 
ings on the site right now, and I think 
there are an awful lot of incredible uses 
that could be made of them. At least i: 
some degree, I quite strongly suppo 
the idea of one or two major institu- 
tions and a bunch of ancillary activities 
going on around them, not 800 build- 
ings with 800 different activities. 


Redmond: I suspect the Sierra Club is 
thinking about this in terms of pre- 
serving park land. Do you have other

visions of what you’d like the Presidio 
to become? 


Michael Alexander: I think it’s jump- 
ing the gun to say what this should be. 
This is some of the most heavily re- 
stricted land anywhere in the United 
States. There’s a law that says that this 
land, when the Department of Defense 
no longer needs it, will become part of 
GGNRA, administered by the Na- 
tional Park Service. You have to start 
with that, and you have to look at what 
the law says. 

Why did the law say this land should 
become part of GGNRA? Because this 
particular land has some special values 
that were to be preserved by law so that 
developers and visionaries and jerks 
couldn’t come in and just carve them up. 

There are lots of things — highrise 
buildings, housing for the homeless — 
lots of things that are good and 
beneficial, even more things that are 
stupid and greedy, but you start with 
understanding what can you put in here 
and what’s clearly not permitted. If you 
don’t like what’s not permitted, you 
can always go to Congress and say 
change the law, but that’s probably the 
worst mistake we could make. 


Redmond: Whatever happens, Pat, 
it’s going to affect your neighborhood. 


Pat Lynch: Everybody talks about the 
Presidio as a park, but park is an amor- 
phous term these days. Some people 
envision a park as including luxury 
housing and beer gardens and off-road 
bicycle race courses and college cam- 
puses. Other people envision parks as 
tearing down buildings and roads, etc. I 
suspect that the battle over the Presidio 
is going to be over what kind of park 
this should be. 

For those of us in the neighbor- 
hoods, obviously it is our next-door 
neighbor. Any sort of major develop- 
ment — if you put a University of Cali- 
fornia there, for example — is going to 
impact on my neighborhood and the 
other surrounding neighborhoods. It 
will impact on traffic and transporta- 
tion issues — those will be critical. If you 
take, say, the 35 acres that are poten- 
tially up for development that are not 
part of the GGNRA deal, and develop 
those as luxury housing, again, that has 
an impact on our neighborhood. 

I hear Michael saying no housing for 
the homeless, but there is housing 
there. Who should get that housing, if 
anybody? Does it become more luxury 
housing, do we create another neigh- 
borhood for the rich, is that what San 
Francisco needs? People start saying 
housing, yes, but no housing for the 
homeless, and it raises a warning signal 
for me. I hear that as meaning no hous- 
ing for low-income people or working 
families. It’s what used to be the middle 
class before San Francisco started to 
turn bad. 


Presidio walks 


TO UNDERSTAND what’s really 
at stake in the Presidio debate, it’s 
important to view the 1,400-acre site, 
says Michael Alexander of the 
Sierra Club. 

“That doesn’t mean driving up 
Doyle Drive and looking out to the 
side as you head for the bridge,’’ he 
adds. ‘‘Get out there and see it. It 
will surprise you. People who bike 
‘through there every day have gone 
on walks and never knew these ma- 
jor areas existed.’” 

The Sierra Club is coordinating 
200 walks in the next two years — 
100 by the club and 100 by other 
groups. It’s also helping other 
groups plan their own walks and 
bike rides. For more information,

We have concerns in the neighbor- 
hoods about putting another major in- 
stitution in there such as any one of the 
colleges in the city. They have not always 
proven to be good neighbors. And 
again, if they bring in thousands of extra 
students a day, it is going to affect us. 


Redmond: Has the military been a 
good neighbor? 


Lynch: I’d have to say they’ve been a 
pretty good neighbor. They keep the 
gates open so we can get in and out and 
use it to play, they’ve not had a lot of 
impact and they’ve been constrained. 
There’s a lot of pressure on them if they 
want to tear down or put up a building. 

One of our concerns is if you put any 
branch of the University of California 
there, how much control will we have? I 
look at Hastings; they’re out of con- 
trol, they’re not a neighbor I want. A

lot of people in neighborhoods near 
mine are concerned about UC Laurel 
Heights and UCSF. They’re not always 
good neighbors. Their interest is in 
growing and expanding. 


Redmond: Steve, as people are get- 
ting driven out of the city, we’re losing 
a heritage that used to be a great thing 
in San Francisco — the artists. How is 
the Arts Democratic Club looking at 
the Presidio? 


Stephen Farley: Artists are low-income 
people and we’re a community that’s 
being driven out of the city by the sky- 
rocketing rents and the lack of arts 
funding. San Francisco has historically 
been a center for the arts, and the city is 
very proud of that, but especially over 
the last decade we’ve had real dif- 
ficulties staying here, not just in San’ 
Francisco, but in the entire Bay Area. 

What we see is the possibility of hav- 
ing an artists colony, sort of a mixture of 
Fort Mason, Fort Barry and Project 
Artaud, which would take up a certain 
part of the Presidio. We haven’t gotten 
down to the details, but we’re interested 
in the parts that nobody else wants 
because artists like those kinds of spaces. 
There are a lot of warehouses down by 
the Bay nobody knows what to do with. 
But we do, and we have real ideas. 


Redmond: In Fort Mason we have a 
nice model of what a military base 
that’s no longer a military base can 
become. What does that tell you about 
the future of the Presidio, Mark? 


Kasky: When I hear the legitimate 
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concerns the city has, I’m very sym- 
pathetic, because if the worst-case 
scenario were to happen, it’d be a 
nightmare. I think that should be a 
starting point in planning, rather thana 
reason not to plan and not to do some- 
thing. We should take those concerns 
into mind and then take steps to avoid 
that worst-case scenario. 

Culturally, the Presidio should 
enrich the Bay Area, both for the peo- 
ple who live here and as a destination 
for people around the country and 
abroad. Even on asmall scale the exam- 
ple of Fort Mason suggests that that 
can happen. Recreationally, the 
Presidio offers opportunities that no 
other place, including Golden Gate 
Park, can offer, because of its size and 
variety. Anything we want to do should 
take advantage of the recreational op- 
portunities there. 

But most importantly, we must look 
at the economic structure for how the 
Presidio can be managed so that un- 
reasonable burdens don’t fall on the 
Department of the Interior, the Na- 
tional Park Service or certainly the city. 
You need to look at how can this thing 
be at least self-supporting. 

One of the arguments raised initially 
was well, there’s $400 million in cash 
impact to the city from the Presidio — 
wages, services, etc. And there isa great 
deal of concern expressed about losing 
that, and how that would affect the 
health of the city. That’s a legitimate 
concern, but instead of it being areason 
not to act, again, you use that as a base 
for planning. 

I was talking to Brian O’ Neill, super- 
intendent of the GGNRA, and he in- 
dicated that the economic impact of the 
GGNRA is somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $1 billion on the Bay Area. I 
can tell you that we’ve done some very 
rudimentary analyses of Fort Mason 
Center. I came up with a figure for our 
14-acre piece of land that was a $27 
million economic impact on San Fran- 
cisco, and I was told by a professor at 
San Francisco State that based on the 
numbers I was using it’s probably close 
to twice that. 

So I think any planning has to take 
into account the need for economic ac- 
tivity that can contribute to the health 
of the city first, and the Bay Area sec- 
ond. I believe it’s totally within the 
realm of possibility to do that, and ex- 
ceed the kind of impact that the 
Presidio is having on the city and the 
Bay Area. 


Alexander: The mayor and con- 
gresspeople Barbara Boxer and Nancy 
Pelosi have legitimately sent a warning 
that this is not going to be easy. If your 
concern is the transitional costs of one, 
two, five years out, everything’s a 
headache. But this is a 50-year project, 
this is a 100-year project. It’s not some- 
thing that’s just for my generation, it’s 
going to be for several generations 
beyond. If you start looking at it from 
that perspective, this is probably the 
only opportunity we’re gong to see to 
gain non-military control of that prop- 
erty. If the mayor’s position prevails 
and the Army is prohibited from leay- 
ing because it isn’t given the money by 
Congress to move out, we’re likely to 
lose this opportunity for a very long 
time, if not forever. 


Everhart: We don’t see the issue of 
whether it closes now because of the 
Base Closures Commission’s recom- 
mendation as an end-all, but as a start- 
ing point. I have to respectfully disagree 
with the notion that if we prevail in terms 
of keeping the Anny there, that pre- 
cludes all the grand notions of what the 
Presidio could become. 

One thing I absolutely agree with is 
whatever happens with the Presidio, it 
is going to have a profound effect on 
generations of people. And one thing 
that everyone has to recognize is that 
whether the Base Closure Commission 
recommendation prevails or not, 
there’s going to be a very long process 
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of planning, discussion and participa- 
tion. Whatever ideas we may have 
right now about the Presidio will be 
very different from what actually hap- 
pens, because of the enormous 
amount of time. 

There is not areal sense of urgency in 
terms of planning the future of the 
Presidio. What is urgent is that people 
start thinking about the process and 
how they want to participate and how 
we can involve the widest perspective 
and collective of people in helping the 
cathartic process begin about what 
should be the future. 


Redmond: Michael, you folks at the 
Center for Economic Conversion have 
been writing and thinking about exact- 
ly those kinds of questions for a long 
time. How do you do planning for the 
future of a military base? How do you 
frame those issues? Who makes the 
decisions? What’s the model for this? 
Or are we breaking new ground? 


Closson: We're not totally breaking 
new ground. A couple of hundred mili- 
tary bases were converted in the ’60s and 
early ’70s. Now this is quite different in 
some ways from those, particularly be- 
cause of the GGNRA constraint. Also 
you don’t have the federal services that 
were available in the 60s and ’70s to help 
communities go through the transition. 
Reagan gutted them. 

Historically, the major problem, 
even with successful base conversions, 
has been the first five years, because 
that’s when the big economic down- 
turn occurred, even with the ones that 
were gradually rebuilt and have done 
very well. It’s been lay-offs, businesses 
around the area suffering, it’s been 
those kinds of economic dislocations 
that have been a problem. Also, when 
buildings lie idle or vacant there can be 
vandalism. I think Mike’s right, that 
it’s a long-term process, but it’s impor- 
tant to lay the groundwork. 

That gets into the real question how 
do you plan for this? I don’t think that 
historically most of these bases have 
done a good job of planning. They’ve 
usually tapped a few politicos and a few 
developers and said, ‘“‘Okay, you guys 
figure out what to do with this.”’ 

The one thing the Department of In- 
terior does have a good track record on 
is processes for decision-making 
around these sorts of things. I’m hope- 
ful that we can come up with a process 
whereby people from the various con- 
stituencies have significant and major 
input into the future of this base. I 


don’t have a vision of exactly how 
that’s going to happen, but I think 
it’s critical for us to come up with that as 
a highest-common-denominator solu- 
tion so we don’t fall into bickering 
groups that just end up harassing each 
other for a period of years, which could 
very easily happen. 


Everhart: I think the process of 
change at the Presidio will be a process 
which is one, unprecedented, two, hor- 
rendous, three, invigorating. This is 
like taking the Grand Canyon and say- 
ing, ‘‘What do you want to do with it?”’ 
It’s something that has to be preserved 
because of its scenic and _ historic 
nature, but there are tremendous 
economic pressures. Whatever models 
are out there will be good for us to look 
at, and then we’ll have to come up with 
something entirely new. No one is 
prepared. The city is not prepared, 
GGNRA is not prepared, the Congress 
is not prepared for the process that will 
eventually take place. 

We heard all through the Missouri 
debate about this Office of Economic 
Adjustment to help cities with base 
closures and so forth. Well, we visited 
the Office of Economic Adjustment in 
the Pentagon, and it is a little bitty 
closet deep down in the pit of the Pen- 
tagon run by some little dude who I 
don’t think has seen the light of day in 
quite a while. 

These people, when we asked them 
what kind of money they were thinking 
about to help fund a planning process 
for conversion, said, ‘‘Well, you know, 
jeez, $30,000 to $40,000.’’ According 
to the law, the federal government has 
an obligation to assist local govern- 
ments with the financial impact of a 
base closing. And this office is sup- 
posed to provide grants to initiate plan- 
ning processes to mitigate the economic 
impact. It is a joke. 


Kasky: Again, there’s a lot of doubt 
and skepticism and fear that just keep 
coming up, and I don’t think it’s inap- 
propriate, but that doesn’t necessarily 
have to be the attitude that others are 
going to take. For example, if you take 
a look at when GGNRA got started, 
there was no precedent for a national 
park in an urban setting. You could’ve 
said the same things then, and I’m sure 
a lot of people did, yet we have to look 
at what resulted from the planing proc- 
ess the Interior Department initiated. I 
think a lot of people, the public and the 
media, feel pretty good at what hap- 
pened with the GGNRA. 

You’re right that there’s no prece- 
dent for something on the scale of the 
Presidio, but there is some history of 
how the Park Service approaches the 
planning process. I believe they recog- 
nize that they’re in a sense outsiders, so 
it’s very important that they listen. And 
they really do listen. They listened to 
hundreds of groups and individuals say 
what they thought was best. They lis- 
tened uncritically until everything was 
said, and then they tried to sort through 
it and come up with what they felt was 
the best mix. 

So why don’t we assume that their in- 
clination will be to listen, to try to 
assimilate and then to try, in a very 
clear, rational way, to decide what will 
work, knowing that the economic con- 
cerns are legitimate ones, and probably 
foremost. I think they would probably 
agree they’re foremost. Their budget is 
$11 million a year; they’ve estimated 
that perhaps the cost to them of 
operating the Presidio might be $16 
million or more. So they know what- 
ever they do has to take into considera- 
tion that somebody else has to be pay- 
ing for the upkeep. 


Everhart: I have that confidence, too. 
I don’t want anyone to feel that 
because it’s new or complicated or dif- 
ferent that it’s too difficult to do. We 
really haven’t gotten to that point yet. 
What we lack confidence in is not the 
people here, the GGNRA or the De- 


partment of Interior. Our fear is the 
Republican administration and a 
budgetary process in Washington that 
is going to be more inclined to fund 
good things in the Presidio through the 
Department of Defense than the De- 
partment of the Interior. That’s a 
political reality. 


Alexander: Claude, if you want to 
draw out the process, fine. If we can 
find a way to keep the Army here and 
gradually make a transition over the 
next ten years, rather than by 1995, 
which is when the transition is sup- 
posed to be complete, sure. I think that 
would probably be a good thing, and I 
think the GGNRA would probably 
also like the transition to take longer 
than five years. But I think the process 
needs to get started. What you’re say- 
ing is stop everything. Then how are 
you going to get it going again? 


Lynch: I feel there’s been a bit of alove 
fest with the Department of Interior 
and the National Park Service, and I’m 
probably more suspicious than Claude 
on this. I’m not that optimistic about 
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their planning process. Whether 
they’re a national agency or not, a lot 
of the planning has to be local. It’s 
what the people in San Francisco, the 
people closest to it, most impacted by 
it, want. People in Iowa might care, but 
they might not. It’s true there’ve been 
national campaigns to save things, but 
the people in the locality will get lis- 
tened to a lot. And that process has to 
be very open. 

One of the concerns of a lot of people 
in the neighborhoods is that maybe the 
GGNRA will choose to listen, but do 
they have to listen? The GGNRA listens 
to its bosses in Washington. Someone 
has to look out for the needs of the city 
of San Francisco, not just in terms of 
wanting big bucks pouring into the city. 


Alexander: As soon as you start talk- 
ing about axing out people in Iowa 
because they don’t count, I think 
you’re ignoring the fact that this is ana- 
tional park, not San Francisco’s next 
neighborhood or next plaything. One 
of the things the Sierra Club is trying to 
do is to build a constituency for the 
conversion of this place as a park. We 
are not looking at it in terms of San 
Francisco, but we’re looking at it first 
in terms of the whole Bay Area, and 
secondly as a national issue. This is na- 
tional land. 


Bloom: The question in my mind as an 
environmentalist is how do you square 
the two different mandates of being a 





national and an urban park. How do 
you respond to the older woman out in 
Excelsior who’s waiting for a bus that 
doesn’t get there because buses have 
been cut because we’re feeding more 
buses into the Presidio? 


Redmond: One of the key debates here 
is the question of what kinds of benefits 
versus costs will this bring to San Fran- 
cisco. I think that there are those, and 
Michael Clossan is probably one, who 
believe there is a tremendous economic 
benefit to shifting this from a military 
base to other uses, that it will in fact 
bring a lot of money into the city, much 
more than it would cost. I think that’s a 
real controversial question. There are 
intangible things more than money that 
are important. 


Closson: | don’t want to get categor- 
ized as a person who would say that 
economic benefits are the most impor- 
tant outcome. I think it can be a 
revenue-neutral, slightly revenue- 
positive entity, and still preserve the 
other concerns that we have. I don’t 
want to see highrises and all kinds of 
corporate entities there, but I think 
there can be things that are consistent 
with the constraints imposed by the 
Park Service, and consistent with con- 
cerns of citizens of San Francisco. 


Lynch: What things are going to be 
consistent? 


Kasky: The nine or ten of us in this 
room could come up with a list of some 
things. But when you open up the dis- 
cussion, there’s a hundred times as 
many ideas that you can start picking 
from. It isn’t how much we can think of 
here in this room. It’s really what the 
process opens up. 


Lynch: My caution is that I always 
have a sense that a lot of these deals get 
made early on, they don’t always get 
made in public, there are people who 
get their foot in the door early, and then 
eventually you go through a public 
process that amounts to a lot of talk, 
talk, listen, listen and then the deal is 
done. I think it is time for people to lay 
their cards on the table about what con- 
straints, what sorts of general things, 
they want. 


Farley: We’re a little worried because 
we’re seeing some constraints already 
being put there by the way the Presidio 
is being talked about by GGNRA peo- 
ple. There’s an overwhelming emphasis 
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on how it needs one huge vision that no 
little person or community group could 
ever have on their own. It leaves the im- 
pression that only a giant corporation 
could come in. 

It’s worrisome that the next thing 
they’re coming up with is a set of plan- 
ning parameters, which are coming out 
totally from within themselves. They’re 
to be presented in the fall, and then there 
will be public hearings on them. We’re 
sort of cut off from the beginning, and 
that’s why we do need a vigilance there. 
You can trust them to a certain extent 
and maybe to a great extent because they 
have done good things, but you can’t 
totally trust people, particularly in a 
Republican administration. 


Redmond: The decision on this is 
ultimately, legally, going to be made by 
the Interior Department, the Park 
Service and the GGNRA. However, it 
seems that it’s not only appropriate but 
absolutely necessary that San Francisco 
play a major role. 


Alexander: I disagree. GGNRA 
should be the lead planner in this proc- 
ess. This is everybody’s opportunity to 
play planner, and there’s got to be 
somebody to take the lead. 


Lynch: GGNRA, from what I’ve heard 
unofficially, has its interests in a large 
institution taking over a lot of it. It’s 
true, maybe they’ll make a deal with a 
couple of groups so they can ease the 
way for the large institution. The fact 
that the word is already leaking out to 
people like me that they’re thinking 
about this says to me that there are con- 
straints there that people in the city 
aren’t getting any input into. 

As far as the rights of San Francisco 
are concerned, the streets connect, the 
traffic that goes up Arguello goes right 
through my neighborhood. The city 
obviously is impacted by putting a large 
institution or anything in there. People 
who go there are not going to be trans- 
ported there by teleport from Mars. 


Closson: | think we have to make a 
distinction here between the legal 
power of the Department of the In- 
terior for orchestrating this thing and 
how the planning process takes place. 
And I think it has to be a much broader 
planning process than just the GGNRA. 
I don’t think the city is particularly the 
One to invest too much trust in, because 
the city has a lot of pressures on itself. 
We have to come up with a creative 
model that really enables the best deci- 
sion initially to be made about what is 
going to happen at the Presidio. Equal- 
ly important, there has to be a mana- 
gerial model that insures that as transi- 
tions take place, they are in the best in- 
terests of the wider community. 


Redmond: Are you talking about a 
non-governmental agency that would 
be granted the authority to oversee the 
planning process? 


Closson: I don’t have a particular 
model in mind, but I do think it has to 
be broad-based, it has to be ideally 
non-governmental and it has to be rec- 
ognized that there’s an evolving thing 
that’s not just like we’re gonna sit 
down in 1992 and say this is what the 
Presidio’s going to be and it’s never 
going to change. 


Kasky: Earlier, you mentioned the 
highest common denominator rather 
than the lowest common denominator, 
and it really does mean that we need to 
look beyond the impact on my neigh- 
borhood, or my block, or my city, but 
really to say that this is a once-in- 
a-life-time opportunity — 1,400 acres on 
the most beautiful land of practically 
any city in the country. San Francisco 
has a history; you raise a flag on any 
issue and people line up om one side or 


‘the other and they fight to the death 


and sometimes they are both lying dead 
on the field and nothing happens. 
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Everhart: I think it’s real important 
that everyone look at the Presidio and 
what happens out there with the per- 
spective that we have the opportunity 
and the obligation to do with the 
Presidio something that will last for 
many generations. Other San Fran- 
ciscans can look to the construction of 
the Golden Gate Bridge or to the build- 
ing of Golden Gate Park as part of ihe 
legacy they left San Francisco. I think 
the Presidio is going to be part of the 
legacy our generation leaves for future 
generations. And I don’t care what 
the particular interest is, all of those 
are going to have to be subjugated to 
the larger, overall interests of how do 
we leave that place for the future 
generations. 


Redmond: Suppose the Interior De- 
partment is not willing to put money in- 
to a Fort Mason Center Foundation or 
that kind of thing, where some non- 
governmental agency is going to see 
that planning is done properly, will the 
city put money up for that? 


Everhart: I don’t think so. It is a na- 
tional park, and it’s appropriate for us 
to spend our energies with our delega- 
tion in Washington making sure that 
the federal government lives up to its 


obligations. I’m confident that there 
will be a good process. I don’t think 
that we’re at the point yet of clarifying 
or specifying what that process ought 
to be, because there needs to be a great 
deal of thought and debate over that. 


Farley: The thing that still bothers me is 
the suggestion that the planning process 
can somehow be above politics. I think 
it would be a serious mistake if people 
started talking that way. That’s the 
type of language you generally hear 
from people who already have the power 
to make decisions without people coming 
from underneath to get in the way. 
Ireally don’t think that any of usin 
this room would say that we want any- 
thing else but to keep the Presidio as a 
beautiful pristine park, we’re just dis- 
agreed over the ways in which we can 
best do that. So the small groups have 
to come into alliances, and everyone 
has to be brought into the decision. 


Lynch: The thing that has disturbed 
me most as we begin the process has 
been the sense that a lot of people, the 
people in the GGNRA or perhaps peo- 
ple elsewhere with sort of a hidden 
hand, have already made some deci- 
sions. I think the Presidio is a treasure, 
it’s something that belongs to all of us, 
but I think when you look at the history 
of how we preserve treasures it is fre- 
quently the local people, sort of stand- 
ing toe to toe with bulldozers, that 
preserve the treasures. 

I think one of the things we should 
also keep in mind is that we don’t really 
have to do anything with the Presidio 
right away. I mean we want to preserve 
the buildings, but that can be done at 
minimal cost. We don’t have to rush to 
find major tenants for anything or to 
use up every building right away. 


Kasky: I feel we should be ready as 
community. I mean not just us in this 
room, but whoever is interested in the 
fate of the Presidio should be ready 
with ideas because it is going to be im- 
portant to be ready to move when 
buildings are vacated. The biggest fear 
that everybody has is that the buildings 
are going to sit vacant and begin to 
deteriorate and the cost of keeping 
them up will increase, and then the 
temptation will be to turn to one big in- 
stitution rather than many smaller 
ones. So I think we need to be ready to 
move with positive ideas. Not just what 
we don’t want to see happen, but really 
get together with what we do want to 
see happen. I think you can assume that 
the military, when they leave, will leave 
fairly quickly. 


Everhart: One final comment on the 
Presidio: Do the right thing. a 
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Will Congress curtail 


newspaper mergers?

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OURNALISM experts say Con- 

gress may act to slow the trend 

toward newspaper mergers and 

monopolies, as a result of testi- 

mony at last week’s congressional 
oversight hearing on the 1970 News- 
paper Preservation Act. 

“The hearing identified a huge 
group of problems that are recognized 
by a variety of people, and not just the 
regular critics,’’ panelist Robert Picard 
told the Bay Guardian. ‘‘Nobody 
could come away with the impression 
that things are hunky-dory.”’ 

Picard was among the speakers who 
urged Congress to amend or repeal the 
Newspaper Preservation Act, which 
allows newspapers in the same city to 
form joint operating agreements, or 
JOAs, to combine advertising, prin- 
ting, circulation and other business 
functions while maintaining separate 
editorial staffs. The arrangement re- 
quires the approval of the Justice De- 
partment and one of the papers must be 
failing. The largest functioning JOA in 
the country is the one between the San 
Francisco Examiner and Chronicle. 

Critics of JOAs have long charged 
such arrangements discourage com- 
petition between JOA partners, drive 
up advertising and circulation rates and 
make it more difficult for new papers, 
particularly weeklies and suburban 
papers, to enter a market. 

Controversy surrounding recent 
developments in Detroit and Miami led 
the House Subcommittee on Economic 
and Commercial Law to call the July 
20th hearing. 

In Detroit, two media giants con- 
spired to manipulate the market to 
justify an unnecessary JOA. Then- 
Attorney General Edwin Meese ap- 
proved the JOA against the recommen- 
dations of his Antitrust Division and an 
administrative law judge. The case is 
now before the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In Miami, with a JOA already in 
place, the dominant paper agreed to 
pay the weaker paper $330 million not 
to publish. That case is under review by 
the Justice Department. 

In his opening statement, subcom- 
mittee chair Jack Brooks (D-Texas) 
said, ‘‘If recent events in the news are 
any indication of the interest — and 
controversy — that such joint news- 
paper operating agreements are 
generating, then this hearing comes 
none to soon.” 

The subcommittee heard testimony 
from 12 people on three panels. The 
first panel comprised newspaper pub- 
lishers and their representatives, the sec- 
ond officials of unions representing 
newspaper employees and the third 
academicians and other newspaper- 
industry experts. 





Picard called the array of testimony 
“impressive,’’ and said many subcom- 
mittee members seemed surprised by 
gaping loopholes in the Newspaper 
Preservation Act. For example, he 
said, they seemed surprised that an ad- 
ministrative law judge did not have 
final say over the approval of a JOA 
application, that a failing newspaper 
entering into a JOA was not first re- 
quired to look for potential buyers and 
that the dominant partner was not

prevented from shutting down its 
weaker partner. 

‘‘Miami — and the ability of a news- 
paper to shut down — really elicited a 
lot of interest on the part of the con- 
gressmen,”’ he said. 

Picard speculated that ‘‘as aresult of 
the hearing, you may see some legisla- 
tion arising.”’ 

Even Jerry Friedheim, president of 
the American Newspaper Publishers 
Association, acknowledged obliquely 
in his testimony that some changes in 
the NPA are likely. “‘ANPA does not 
reject orderly consideration of possible 
enhancements or updatings of the 
act,’’ he told the subcommittee, ‘‘but 
most newspaper executives feel the act 
is flexible as enacted, and we have no 
changes to suggest to you today.” 

But exactly what form changes may 
take is very much up in the air. Many of 
the people appearing before the com- 
mittee called for repeal of the act, 
others focused on closing existing 
loopholes and others called for major 
revisions that would significantly 
strengthen parts of the legislation. 





One of those calling for outright 
repeal was W. Edward Wendover, 
editor and publisher of the Community 
Crier in Plymouth, Michigan and a 
leader in the fight to stop the Detroit 
JOA. He told the Bay Guardian that sub- 
committee members asked questions 
that ‘‘struck me more in favor of bring- 
ing out loopholes already in the act.”’ 
But he noted that subcommittee staf- 
fers seemed inclined toward ‘‘adding 
more stringent provisions.”’ 

Perhaps the strongest indication of 
the hearing’s impact came from Repre- 
sentative Carl Pursell. Last year the 
Michigan Republican was part of a del- 
egation that met with Meese to urge 
him to approve the Detroit application. 
Pursell is not a member of the 
Economic and Commercial Law Sub- 
committee, but he did attend the July 
20th hearing. Later that day, he re- 
versed his position on the Detroit JOA. 

Pursell told the Free Press he was 
concerned the JOA would hurt con- 
sumers and increase advertising rates. 
“But the bigger issue,’’ he said, ‘‘is why 
does the federal government have to bea 
sweetheart partner with the newspaper 
industry? I think the more you get into 
it, the facts bear out my position.’ 


N THE publishers panel 
were: Friedheim; Wendover, 
who appeared on behalf of 
Michigan Citizens for an In- 
dependent Press; Bay Guard- 
an Editor and Publisher Bruce B. 
Brugmann, who also appeared as presi- 
dent of the Association of Alternative 
Newsweeklies; and Morris B. Levin, a 
Washington, D.C. lawyer who repre- 
sented newspapers in existing JOAs 
while the Newspaper Preservation Act 
was under consideration in Congress 
and continues to represent JOA 
newspapers. 

The members of the labor panel were: 
Thomas J. McGrath, director of the 
Newspaper Drivers Division of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters; 
James J. Norton, president of the 
Graphic Communications International 
Union; William J. Boarman, vice presi- 
dent of the Publishing and Media 
Workers Section of the Communication 
Workers of America; and Lewis 
Mleczko, president of the Detroit 
Newspaper Guild, who appeared as an 
individual and a reporter for the News. 

On the third panel were: Stephen 
Lacy, a journalism professor at Michi- 
gan State University; Picard, who 
directs the Communications Industry 
Management Program at Emerson Col- 
lege in Boston; and John Morton, an in- 
dustry analyst with Lynch, Jones and 
Ryan in Philadelphia. 

Morton, Levin and Friedheim all sup- 
ported the NPA as it now stands, argu- 
ing that it is responsible for preserving 
independent editorial voices in the 18 





cities where JOAs currently exist. 

Friedheim also testified that JOAs in 
smaller markets and between dailies 
and non-dailies may become more 
prevalent. The Justice Department is 
already considering an application be- 
tween two smaller-market dailies in 
York, Pennsylvania and one between 
a daily and a semi-weekly in Manteca, 
California. 

“My guess is that many future ap- 
plications of Congress’s newspaper 
preservation policy will be on what we 
might call the local, small-business side 
of American newspapering. And that 
option is something Congress should 
not surrender lightly,’’ Friedheim said. 

Picard, however, warned that the act 
was originally written to apply to 
dailies, but that ‘‘an error in drafting 
the law now makes it possible for tens 
of thousands of weekly and daily 
papers to create anticompetitive condi- 
tions and significantly harm local retail 
business and newspaper subscribers 
throughout the country.” 

In his testimony, Brugmann quoted 
a November Columbia Journalism 
Review article by University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley law professor Stephen 
R. Barnett: ‘‘Monopoly dailies (or 
JOA dailies) thus could line up a 
sweetheart ‘failing’ weekly, take it into 
a JOA, and use it as a cat’s paw in 
crushing non-daily competition.” 

Aside from Morton, Levin, Friedheim 
and, to some extent, Lacy, the other 
panelists all registered strong criticisms 
of the act. Among the hottest issues 
were whether the NPA has served its in- 
tended purpose, the implications of 
developments in Detroit and Miami 
and whether JOA papers actually 
maintain separate editorial voices. 

The unions also expressed concerns 
about jobs lost as a result of JOAs, and 
about the threat of closure being used to 
pressure unions into supporting JOAs. 

The Newspaper Preservation Act 
was Officially intended to preserve 
separate editorial voices and prevent 
the concentration of media ownership 
by keeping open troubled newspapers. 
But there are fewer functioning JOAs 
now than there were in 1970. ‘‘In the 20 
years since the legislation was 
enacted,”’ Picard testified, “‘more than 
200 newspapers have died.’’ 

By 1986, according to Lacy, ‘‘only 
1.9 percent of the 1,513 cities with 
dailies had two separately owned and 
operated daily newspapers.”’ 

One of the reasons for this, Lacy 
testified, is that ‘‘by the time it becomes 
obvious which is the failing newspaper, 
the leading newspaper often will not 
enter a joint agreement.” 

Instead of saving a failing news- 
paper, anew JOA may be used to max- 
imize profits between two relatively 
evenly competing newspapers. That 
appears to be the case in Detroit, where 
the Free Press, owned by Knight- 
Ridder, decided to drive the indepen- 
dent Detroit News out of business by 
slashing rates and having the parent 
company, the nation’s second-largest 
newspaper chain, absorb the losses. 
Then the nation’s largest newspaper 
chain, Gannett, purchased the News 
after agreeing with Knight-Ridder that 
the two papers would seek a JOA. The 
Free Press used its self-induced losses 
to justify its claim that it was a failing 
newspaper. 

“Tf the Detroit JOA is ultimately 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court,” 
Mleczko testified, ‘“‘the NPA would 
become not a preserver of independent 
editorial voices, but a gigantic loophole 
for cash-rich national chains to 
emasculate antitrust laws.”’ 

Not only does the NPA not protect 
papers that are truly failing, it might 
even lead to the demise of JOA news- 
papers, critics charged. The most 
egregious example is Miami, but there 
are others. Picard testified that the Col- 
umbus Citizen-Journal was closed in 
1985 and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch in 
1986. Several panelists testified that 
more newspapers can be expected to 


close as JOAs come up for renewal. 

“There are some that will survive,’’ 
Wendover told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘but 
not in your town.’’ The San Francisco 
Examiner has been in decline under the 
JOA. It has the option of renewing the 
agreement for ten years in 1995, but 
after that the Chronicle may refuse to 
continue subsidizing it. 


| NOTHER MAJOR issue of 
the debate at the hearing was 
whether JOA newspapers 
continue to compete 
editorially. Lacy said, 
“Competitive dailies tend to invest 
more money than the JOAs because the 
competition is for survival.’’ 

But he noted, “‘The presence of two 
staffs tends to generate a sense of com- 
petition among journalists from the two 
newspapers. Journalists are socialized 
into this type of competition.”’ 

Brugmann, however, included in his 
testimony several examples he said 
showed that the Examiner and Chroni- 
cle did not compete. He quoted a 1964 
letter from Wells Smith, a San Fran- 
cisco executive with the Hearst Corp., 
owner of the Examiner. The letter was 
sent to G.O. Markuson, then executive 
vice president of Hearst Newspapers in 
New York. 

‘‘We should not be competitive with 
respect to news content in the future,”’ 
Smith wrote. ‘‘What should be the ad- 
vantage except for prestige? We cer- 
tainly do not want one paper to over- 
balance and out-run the other, since 
both sides are to share fifty-fifty in the 
operating results.’’ 

Brugmann also testified that the lack 
of competition enabled the two papers 
to essentially ignore ‘‘the 76-year-old, 
$150 million-a-year PG&E/City Hall 
Raker Act scandal’’ and the related 
scandal over the power-sales contract 
among PG&E, the city and the Turlock 
and Modesto irrigation districts. Not 
only did they fail to cover the story, 
Brugmann said, but Joseph Barletta, 
president of the jointly run San Francisco 
Newspaper Agency, accepted a position 
on the city’s Public Utilities Commission 
that approved the contracts. 

And rather than adequately cover 
the possible conflict of interest sur- 
rounding Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown’s involvement with Under- 
water World — Brown was represen- 
ting the developer at the same time he 
introduced legislation to help the 
California Academy of Sciences, 
which had opposed the project — the 
Chronicle disclosed it was an investor 
in Underwater World. 

Brugmann told the Bay Guardian 
Representative Brooks had expressed 
an interest in the lack of competition, 
but that Friedheim had strongly ob- 
jected to any ‘‘editorial opposition 
test’? for JOAs because of First 
Amendment problems. 

However, Brugmann said that as 
AAN president he would ask AAN 
newspapers in other JOA cities to sub- 
mit examples of the lack of editorial 
competition. He said Jonathan 
Yarowsky, the subcommittee counsel, 
had told him the subcommittee would 
be glad to accept other examples. 

In a surprising twist, Chronicle 
Washington Bureau Correspondent 
Carl T. Hall attended the hearing and 
filed a report that took up a whole col- 
umn on page A19 of the July 21st edi- 
tion. The two San Francisco dailies have 
traditionally underreported or blacked 
out JOA stories. Hall’s article even 
quoted from Brugmann’s testimony. 

The Examiner, however, failed to 
rise to the competitive challenge. It did 
not cover the hearings, nor did it pick 
up the Associated Press accounts 
available toit. |

Legitimate Humanism 

Thank you for the accurate, objective article 
about the Humanist Party/Siloists (see Bay 
Guardian, 6/28/89). As an ex-member myself, I 
can relate to Bob von Holdt’s experience dealing 
with the Siloist hierarchy and arrogance.

In fatt, Free Inquiry is holding its eighth annual 
conference in San Francisco at the Cathedral Hill 
Hotel from July 27th through July 30th, entitled: 
“Living Without Religion: the good life vs. the 
afterlife.’’ This would be an excellent chance to see 
what real humanism is all about.

The Movement responds 


We take strong exception to the tone, content, 
editing and format of your recent article ‘‘Inside 
the Humanist Parties’’ 

A story composed of badly connected 
pieces of gossip, quotes out of context and me- 
dieval accusations has no place in a supposedly pro- 
gressive newspaper like yours. We find the article 
morally questionable and profoundly insulting to 
hundreds of people who have selflessly given their 
time and energy to progressive causes in the Bay 
Area and nationwide. Why the Bay Guardian 
would indulge in such a piece of trash is truly be- 
yond us and makes you suspect of ulterior motives. 

We find the publishing of your article inex- 
cusable. We would expect the Bay Guardian to 
retract publicly and to provide Humanist Party 
members with the fair chance to tell their story. 

Paul Rauber and his “‘lengthy Bay Guardian in- 
vestigation’’ make the journalistic profession look 
like a con job. How is it possible that his ‘‘in- 
vestigation,’’ even when funded by ‘‘the Northern 
California Fund for Investigative Journalism,”’ 
could not call 411 for the Humanist Party Head- 
quarters phone numbers, much less dig into the 
Bay Guardian’s files, where our names and phone 

numbers (as well as those of others) are on record 
as Humanist Party contacts? Not one Humanist 
Party member is interviewed or quoted in the arti- 
cle. Such practices would not even fool an ‘‘F”’ stu- 
dent in journalism school. 

The statement ‘‘...which takes its marching 
orders from a somewhat mysterious Argentinean 
who goes by the name of “‘Silo,’’ is not only racist 
(and we wonder how many non-white writers you 
currently employ on your staff); but is equivalent 
to the British Intelligence reporting that ‘‘the in- 
dependence movement in India takes its marching 
orders from a somewhat mysterious Hindu who 
goes by the name of ‘‘Gandhi.” 

In other words, these statements are not made to 


inform, but rather to disinform, in the strict Na- 
tional Security Council sense of the word. They are 
meant to cast a shadow of doubt in cases where you 
lack true ammunition. They are meant to be a 
curse, rather than a direct accusation. They are 
designed to make any defense sound like an admis- 
sion of guilt. 

On the other hand, you chose to print on the 
cover the picture of a person of no known profes- 
sion (or professional activity) other than his full- 
time ‘“‘hobby”’ of defaming the organization with 
which he was marginally involved (by his own ad- 
mission) many years ago. We wonder if you were as 
curious about Bob Van Holdt’s finances as you 
were about ours. 

Worst of all in this Orwellian comedy is the in- 
sinuation that ‘‘Other persistent rumors (ap- 
parently untrue) connect the group with the 
Moonies, another to wealthy Argentinean in- 
dustrialists.’’ This is the same as stating that 
‘nobody has been able to prove the rumor that 
Paul Rauber actually works for the CIA.’’ This 
kind of statement not only lacks any dignity or 
meral standard whatsoever, but could be con- 
strued as slander, a practice regarded by most 
countries as a criminal offense. 

With respect to the claim that there is no content in 
our organization, perhaps you could refer to the 
Founding Documents of the Humanist International, 
which are available to any person who requests infor- 
mation about the Humanists, and which surely are in 
your possession. Maybe Paul Rauber considers that 
the philosophical system based on Brentano, Husserl 
and Sartre ‘‘lacks content.” 

We would like to know who or what gives you 
the right to insult, slander and blindly accuse a 
group of organizations that have, without doubt, 
significantly contributed to causes such as stopping 
the homeporting of the USS Missouri, stopping 
downtown growth, supporting divestment from 
South Africa, supporting vacancy control and sup- 
porting the right of women to safe and legal abor- 
tions, to name just a few? 

There are too many other points that require 
clarification, but rather than providing you with the 
excuse of ‘‘lack of space,’’ we will stop here and let 
the readers judge for themselves. 

Inclosing, we’d like to reiterate that, in case the Bay 
Guardian is interested in finding the truth (or at least 
improving its reporting practices), we are available to 
respond to both specific and general questions you 
may have regarding the Humanist Party.

Given the appearance of the Bernal Greens in the 
Bay Guardian’s cover story June 28th, I feel com- 
pelled, as co-editor of Bernal Greens and as amem- 
ber of the Movement, to address the cloudy suppo- 
sitions and negative interpretations that pervade 
the lengthy article. — 

Let me first comment that the article falls short 
of solid misrepresentation. Although it maintains a 
generally suspicious and negative tone, it fails to 
present any concrete evidence against the Greens, 
the Humanists, the Community for Human Devel- 
opment or the Movement. We did invite the author 
to attend our Bernal Greens meetings and our 
Movement meetings, to give him an opportunity to 
gather evidence about our ways of working — but 
he never accepted our invitation. Instead of the 
first-hand experience he could have gained by com- 
ing to our meetings, he chose to rely on gossip and 
the interpretations of a few individuals, especially 
those of Bob von Holdt, who bears a personal 
grudge against the Movement for reasons we have 
no room here to relate. It may be that the author 
declined our invitation for good reason: Perhaps 
he suspected that if he had observed us in action 
and studied our literature with an open mind, he 
would have had even less of a substantial story — 
as real investigation would have proven his 
negative implications utterly empty and imaginary. 

About the idea that the Bernal Greens are 
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nothing but a “front group’’ for the Movement: 
We do welcome the participation of Movement 
members, like myself — just as we welcome per- 
suasions from Republicans to anarchists to Girl 
Scout leaders to Nichiren Buddhists. But asa mem- 
ber of the Movement I certainly do want to see 
others enter the Movement. Why not? The Move- 
ment is the only organization I have ever en- 
countered that provides a coherent approach to 
discovering and fulfilling the meaning of my life. 
This is valuable. How could I not want to share the 
tools for such discovery with my friends? 

Another point of major upset in the article is that 
we are “‘strictly controlled’’ by Silo. Let me correct 
this assumption. In the Bernal Greens, we make 
our own decisions about specific policies and proj- 
ects. Although the Movement did offer guidelines 
to the organisms in their formative stages, it no 
longer does so. 

Silo and the other coordinators do compile Move- 
ment guidelines, which are built on the collective ex- 
periences of the many teams that work within the 
Movement. Movement members are free to ignore 
these guidelines completely — which we sometimes 
do, experimenting instead with our own tactics and 
thus contributing to the feedback that is crucial to 
the development of the coordinator’s guidelines. 
There is no mechanism set up in the Movement for 
punishing those who ignore the guidelines. On the 
other hand, why should following such guidelines 
be a problem? If Martin Luther King or Gandhi 
were in Silo’s position, surely no one would object 
to our following their guidelines. I suggest that 
rather than be satisfied with a few quotes taken out 
of context in the negative ambit of the Bay Guard- 
ian article, anyone uncomfortable with Silo’s pos- 
sible influence on the actions of any group read his 
published trilogy, Humanizing the Earth. Please 
contact Trudi Richards or Jorge Espinet at 
647-5995 for information on borrowing this 
publication.

I have been a supporter of the Community for 
Human Development, the Humanist Party and 
Green Future for a number of years and I feel com- 
pelled to write to you in an attempt to balance the 
obviously biased and partial report your ne.’s- 
paper published about these organizations and 
Siloist Movement in its June 28th issue. 

1. As far as the ‘‘mysterious Argentinean who 
goes by the name of Silo;’’ he happens to be a best- 
selling author whose books The Look Within, The 
Internal Landscape and The Human Landscape 
have been published by Editorial Brugera, one of 
the Spanish-speaking world’s most reputable pub- 
lishing houses. Perhaps you should have made a 
more in-depth background check on him, or at 
least quoted more extensively from his books, to 
give your readers a more balanced report. 

2. You make the Siloist Movement appear as a 
black hand behind the other three organizations, 
and brand it as a cult without any democratic 
values. If you carefully read its Norms (which you 
quote) you will see that its structure is one of the 
most democratic on Earth: a fully de-centralized, 
grass-roots organization, where all women and 
men are represented on the basis of their personal 
work and dedication to its principles and objec- 
tives, not by their money, personal prestige or any 
other form of discriminatory influence. 

As far as its“‘obscure objectives,”’ your paper’s 
report fails to mention the obvious common and 
repeated statement that appears over and over in 
all of its materials and documents: ‘‘This is an 
organization dedicated to the simultaneous trans- 
formation of the individual and society in order to 
overcome suffering and oppression in today’s in- 
human world.”’ 

3. A particularly disturbing innuendo in your 
paper’s report is the allusion to ‘‘the group having 
escaped largely unscathed during the Argentine 
military’s ‘Dirty War’ ’’ — just as disturbing as the 
other innuendoes regarding any of the organiza- 
tion’s links (through ‘‘apparently untrue’ rumors) 
to the Moonies, wealthy Argentinean industrialists 


or other unknown sources of financing or inspira- 
tion. A more in-depth investigation by your re- 
porter would have uncovered the fact that hun- 
dreds of Siloists have been detained without trial, 
left incommunicado for months at a time, sub- 
jected to mock executions, fired from their work, 
separated from their families and sent into exile in 
Argentina, as well as in Chile and Uruguay. 

4. Finally, I am sure your readers will find it 
quite disproportionate that you base most of your 
reporting on the views of one disgruntled former 
member (not a bad record for ten years of activities 
in the Bay Area — as you report) who, interestingly 
enough, chose to stop his involvement at the time 
when more emphasis was placed on social, team 
and community work than on personal, individual 
development alone (over six years ago!). Why did 
the article not include at least one personal ex- 
perience of any of the hundreds of ordinary people 
who have had quite a different and positive ex- 
perience with any of these organizations? Don’t 
you think that this type of reporting puts you as the 
“‘Guardian’’ of the minds of your readers, as you 
sift and interpret reality for them? That, I find, is 
dangerous and highly suspicious. Because what 
you manage to create with this type of reporting, at 
best, is to reinforce in the public the ultimate feeling 
of submission to the prevailing inhuman system. . . 
apathy!

Paul Rauber responds 


Readers should know that the above letters 
represent only a small portion of those received by 
the Bay Guardian from members of the various 
Movement organizations. Silo himself has in- 
structed his followers in how to reply to criticism: 
‘We should use a combat style,’’ he says. ‘“We are 
not on the defensive side. On the contrary, we are 
in asort of constructive and active attack. We have 
not done any wrong, our conscience and memory is 
clear, not like others, many others who believe to 
have some strange authority.”’ 

For all their bluster, however, the letter-writers 
offer few concrete objections. Let’s look at some 
of their complaints: 

Carpio, Nix and Beck fault me for not interview- 
ing the Humanist Party’s current leadership. The 
title of the article, ‘‘Inside the Humanist Parties,”’ 
was chosen by a headline writer and not the author. 
The article was plainly about the Movement, and 
only peripherally about the Movement 
“‘organisms’’ taking the name Humanist Party. In 
the course of my research, I studied a large number 
of Humanist Party documents, and interviewed 
many former members. If the current organization 
differs from that described in the article, its leaders 
should explain how. 

What is racist about referring to Silo’s nationality? 
Or in describing him as ‘‘mysterious’’? He rarely 
grants interviews to the press, and all indications 
are that his air of mystery is deliberately cultivated. 
‘‘He is one of the most mysterious, enigmatic, and 
solitary personalities of the Argentine political 
panorama, ”’ said the introduction to the rare inter- 
view with Silo in the Argentine edition of Playboy. 
Incidentally, it was that interview that was the 
source of my comments on how the Siloists ‘‘es- 
caped largely unscathed’’ through the Dirty War. 
“Was there persecution of the Siloists during the 
process?’’ Silo was asked. ‘‘Little. Very little,” 
was his reply. ‘‘During the process we were perse- 
cuted, but not much.’’ 

Many of the letters include personal attacks on 
Bob von Holdt, one of several ex-members quoted 
in the article, who now works with the San Fran- 
cisco Greens. I suspect the Movement’s animus 
against von Holdt is motivated in part by the fact 
that he has disseminated a number of internal Move- 
ment documents to researchers around the world. 
Many of these documents directly contradict the 
high-flown declarations of the official Siloist 
publications, and show Silo himself exercising close 
supervision and direction of organizations sup- 
posedly ‘‘autonomous’’ of the Movement. 

Many writers also take issue with my questioning 
of the Movement’s finances. I asked Ken Dickinson 
and Janet Shirley if the various groups could fur- 
nish detailed budgets; while Dickinson suggested I 
contact each group, Shirley assured me that “‘if [a 
detailed budget] is what you’re looking for, you’re 
just not going to find anything.” 

My mention of the group’s rumored connection 
to the Moonies and/or Argentine industrialists was 
dismissive, although possibly overhasty: I have since 
learned that the secretary of finances of the Argen- 
tine Humanist Party is also the secretary of the 
Argentine Industrial Federation. The more one in- 
vestigates the Siloist Movement, the greater looms 
the gap between its public face and private practice. 





Local politicians and editorial writers have portrayed 
the homeless who camped out in SF's Civic Center Plaza as lazy, 
dirty and dangerous.

N WEDNESDAY, July 19th, 

as one of those warm, sun- 

ny, fogless San Francisco 

days was coming to an end, I 

wandered down to the Civic 
Center to spend a night with the people 
of Camp Agnos. 

The Civic Center residents, people 
with no other homes, had set up a tent 
city and built a sort of shaky, short- 
lived community in the shadow of City 
Hall. In the process, they had become 
the center of attention — a cause celebre 
for some local politicians (those who 
wanted to save them and those who 
wanted to get them the hell out), a 
thorn in the side of the Agnos admini- 
stration and the source of seemingly 
unlimited material for local reporters, 
columnists and editorial writers. 

Most of the publicity was negative: 
Based on the overwhelming majority of 
the daily newspaper stories and editor- 
ials I saw, the campers were either lazy, 
drug addicts, insane or just political op- 
portunists out to embarrass the mayor. 
The encampment was a stinking, 
crime-ridden sewer, filled with garbage 
and befouled by the uncivilized habits 
of the occupying transient army. 

By Wednesday, there was already 
plenty of pressure building on the 
mayor to order the police to evict the 
campers, and most observers seemed to 
think it was just a matter of time before 
a confrontation took place. To add to 
the tension, Wednesday was the night 


that the group Food Not Bombs had 
promised (with much hoopla) to begin 
feeding the Civic Center, despite a 
court order forbidding that activity. 

Just to make things a bit more ex- 
citing, an anarchist convention had ar- 
rived in town a few days earlier, and a 
contingent was supposed to show up 
for the big illegal feed. 

And indeed, after a tense night, the 
police swept through the park early 
Thursday morning, forcing the resi- 
dents to gather up what they could 
carry and move on out. 

But over the course of the evening I 
spent with the Civic Center campers, a 
picture emerged that was very different 
from what the news media and most of 
the local politicians have presented. 
The people I met were not drug addicts, 
lunatics or violent criminals and most 
of them weren’t at all lazy. In fact, 
quite a few were employed, and at one 
point, one of them loudly admonished 
a visiting anarchist demonstrator to 
‘get a job.” 

The camp wasn’t smelly or dirty — the 
bathrooms at Candlestick Park are far 
worse — and as far as I could tell, the 
residents and any people who happened 
to visit the area were a lot safer than they 
would be in most of the hotels that the 
city uses (at considerable expense) to 
house the homeless. 


5:10 pm: As I walk into the plaza, 
about 30 of the residents are meeting 
to discuss strategy for dealing with the 
mayor and the Board of Supervisors. 






After quite a bit of discussion (and 
some vocal dissent), the group votes to 
continue to lobby in support of Super- 
visor Nancy Walker’s plan to allow 
the people to stay in the park. 
5:35 pm: The Food Not Bombs food 
rally begins, down at the southwest cor- 
ner of the Federal Building. As the 
crowd gathers, the media and the police 
begin to arrive in increasing numbers. 
The walk from the camp center to the 
tally takes us past the Tilt-A-Whirl, 


Gravitron and carny hawkers of the 


Police Activities League carnival, which 
is sharing the Civic Center area with the 
homeless campers. Although some had 
feared the homeless would scare patrons 
away from the carnival, there have been 
no apparent problems — in fact, by all ac- 
counts, the event is a smashing success. 
5:50 pm: The police are videotaping 
the gathering. Deputy Chief Frank Reed 
is in charge of the scene. He will later 
make the decision, with Agnos, to clean 
the residents’ possessions — and, for all 
intents and purposes, the homeless 
themselves — out of the Civic Center. 

6:30 pm: The crowd has assembled 
near where the members of Food Not 
Bombs had been serving food until they 
were forced to stop earlier this week — at 
the west end of the fountain in the park, 
right under the Mayor’s Office balcony 
across Polk Street. A squadron of police 
has taken up a position in front of the 


‘Polk street entrance to City Hall, and 


another group of officers is standing at 
the northwest corner of the park, par- 
tially hidden by a grove of trees. More 
police, equipped with riot gear, wait in 
vans nearby. Some of the Civic Center 
residents participate in the gathering 
around Food Not Bombs. Others hang 
back nervously. 

6:45 pm: The crowd is suddenly drawn 
to the east side of the plaza. Someone 
has been grabbed trying to bring soup 
into the park. It’s not clear exactly what 
has happened, and no one knows why 


the police are forming a cordon around

Larkin Street from the library. 

Thereisa great deal of confusion. The 
stories are too jumbled to piece together. 
All we can determine is that someone 
with food was caught by the police. 

No one is more surprised than the 
resident who was taking a nap in his 
sleeping bag near where the police set up 
their cordon. TV lights, the whir of the 
automatic winders in news photo- 
graphers’ cameras and the yells of the 
crowd apparently wake him up, and he 
emerges into the no-man’s-land between 
the cops, the demonstrators and the 
press. I see him stumbling around, sleep- 
ing bag and shoes in hand, with a 
bewildered and startled look on his face. 
7 pm: There are numerous arrests. 
Most of those carried off in the police 
vans seem to be protesters who have 
come for the Food Not Bombs event, 
not Civic Center campers. 

A group of demonstrators begins to 
burn an American flag. Some of the 
homeless, who had been watching the 
demonstration and the arrests quietly, 
start to complain. 

B.J., a carpenter from Louisiana, 
begins shouting at the’ protesters. 
“Stupid assholes,’’ he mutters. 

A woman standing nearby ad- 
dresses the media. ‘‘Don’t give them 
any press’’ she shouts. “Then they’ll 
have to go.”” 

Her name, she tells me, is Shelley 
Brown-Mosser. She lives in San Fran- 
cisco, she says, but spends a fair bit of 
time with the homeless at the park. She 
begins to argue with some of the 
younger members of the flag-burning 
contingent, and the debate soon ex- 
pands as more of the homeless jump in. 

Suddenly, the din is broken as one 
resident of the park loudly tells the flag- 
burners to ‘‘Get a job!” 


HE FLAG-BURNERS and 
the homeless seemed equally 
startled by the frustrated 
camper’s outburst, but the 
comment reflects to a certain 
extent the concerns numerous Civic 
Center residents expressed to me. None 
of them were happy with their life on 
the streets, and none of them were there 
by choice. A few were employed, but 
working too few hours (or earning too 
little money) to afford even the 
cheapest rent available in this city. 

Those who were not employed all 
said they wanted work, but were frus- 
trated by the obstacles they faced: 
Criminal records, physical disabil- 
ities, the lack of a place to change 
clothes or receive messages and a host 
of other problems. 

Andrew Hayes, a social worker with 
the city’s Department of Public 
Health, whose business card lists 
“‘noet’’ along with his official title, sat 
down as the darkness had settled on the 
park and the crowd and the police had 
moved out, and told me what the Civic 
Center homeless are facing. Clearing 
the park or just putting people in one of 
the city’s ‘‘homeless hotels’’ will not 
solve the problem, he said. ‘‘Even if 
they put them in some sleazy hotel for a 
week, the people will just come back 
here to the park.” 

That sentiment was echoed by mem- 
bers of the park’s “‘residents asso- 
ciation.’’ B.J., the soft spoken ex-car- 
penter from Louisiana, said that the 
park was the only real option for him. 
He has been living in his small tent in 
the*park for a month, and said he has 
spent ‘“‘two.and a half weeks in the 
front lines’’ of the fight for a sane solu- 
tion to the problem of people living in 
the streets. 

“‘T used to do construction labor, but 
had to quit because of my wrist,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I had seven screws put in there, ”’ 
he explained, showing off his right 
wrist, which has four-inch surgical scars 
on both the front and back. ‘‘I have 
been trying to get some training to do 
some work that doesn’t take physical 
labor, but I haven’t had any luck.’’ 





B.J. said he had “‘just a blanket that I 
had borrowed from a friend,’’ when he 
first got to the park. Someone had since 
given him a small tent, which seemed 
even smaller by B.J.’s impressive girth. 

B.J. said that the hotels the city pro- 
vides for homeless people are uninhab- 
itable. ‘‘The filth, the lack of conven- 
iences (his polite southern way of say- 
ing toilets) are terrible,”’ he said. ‘‘I 
had arat crawl over me the first night I 
was there.”’ 

B.J. also said it isn’t feasible to live in 
even a cheap hotel on the money wel- 
fare provides. ‘“‘I get $323 a month 
from general assistance,’ he said. 
“The hotels want $300 a month for. 
rent. That leaves you with 23 bucks for 
toothpaste, soap and food.”” 

Keith, who lived in the park for six 
weeks before finding an apartment, is 
out of money, and all that stands be- 
tween him and the streets is a kind 
landlady who has not thrown him.out 
for back rent. 

Keith said he used to work for a local 
brokerage firm, but lost the job when 
his past caught up with him. ‘‘I was in 
the mail room, but when they found 
out I had a felony conviction, they let 
me go.”’ 

Keith said he comes back to the park 
to keep himself honest. ‘‘I don’t want 
to forget this,’’ he said. ‘‘Just because 
I’m not here doesn’t mean I should get 
my nose up in the air. I could be back 
next Friday.”’ 

Lisa, who was pounding in the last 
stake for her orange tent, said the park 
was a far better place to live than the 
homeless hotels. “‘It’s better here than in 
those hotels,”’ she said in a soft southern 
drawl. “They steal your stuff there.”’ 

Lisa, her friend Mark and her dog 
Chuck made up the encampment 
around the bright orange tent. She 
said she has been living on the streets 
since December. ‘‘My car got hit and 
City Tow towed it away,’’ she said. 
“And they wouldn’t give me my 
things back.”’ 

The striking thing about the people I 
spoke with in the Civic Center park 
their articulate sense of where they stood, 
and what their situation was. 

“Not everybody here is trying to help 
the rest of us,’’ said B.J. ‘‘But some of 
us, we’re working for all the homeless

in the city. When the decision is made 
on what to do about the problem, it 
can’t be made just for this park, but 
made city-wide.”’ 


1:30 am: Just about everyone has 
gone to sleep. I take a tour of the park. 
People are sleeping in every sort of 
device, tents, boxes, sleeping bags and 
blankets. Some are just curled up on 
the ground. 

At the AIDS/ARC vigil, a few hun- 
dred yards down the road from the Civic 
Center camp, one man is still awake, and 
he’s waxing philosophical. 

“Society doesn’t want all of the 


“homeless in hotels,’’ he says. ‘‘No, its 


much better to have them on the 
streets, as a way to remind everyone 
who is working that if they don’t shut 
up, do their jobs and obey the rules, 
they could end up out here in the cold.”

"TAX-FREE BONDS 


By Marty Schiffenbauer 





J ERO TAX”’ is the 
come-on in big, bold- 

faced type. This cap- 

tivating message from 

the Dreyfus Corpora- 


tion, in a recent New York Times Sun- 
day Business Section ad, may have 
caught your eye. Or you may have seen 
similar ads touting tax-exempt 
municipal bond funds elsewhere. 

Is it really as easy as the ads’ hype says 
to accumulate a cache of tax-free cash 
without threat of becoming Leona 
Helmsley’s roommate in a federally 
owned hotel? The question recalls a 
Valentine’s day card a financially astute 
friend mailed me many years ago. 

The card confronted me with this 
short quiz: Which investment won’t let 
you down in times of economic uncer- 
tainty? My choices were gold, com- 
modities, Treasury bills, real estate, 
blue chip stocks, Swiss francs, munici- 
pal bonds and, of course, love. 

I’mstill not cynical enough to serious- 
ly assess the relative net worth of human 
vs. financial bonds. But, of the alterna- 
tives on the card, the municipals do rate 
high marks — at least in terms of being a 
socially responsible security. For those 
who have devoted more time to affairs 
other than financial, I’ll try to explain. 

Municipal bonds are IOUs issued by 
state and municipal governments and 
their agencies. Proceeds from the sale 
of these bonds are used to finance 
everything from road and sewer repair 
to school and library construction. For 
various constitutional and political 
reasons, the interest paid on such 
securities, generically called municipal 
or muni bonds whether issued by a 
state, municipality or affiliated govern- 
ment agency, is almost always exempt 
from federal income tax. 

Many socially responsible investors 
approve of muni bonds since their 
money usually winds up paying for a 
worthwhile government expense. 
Perhaps more importantly, their tax 
dollars aren’t used to nourish the Pen- 
tagon’s appetite for Stealth bombers 
and Star Wars. 

(I should note that some argue tax- 
exempt securities are just another ex- 
cuse to provide tax loopholes for the 
rich. I'll leave that debate for another 
time.) 

Because tax-free mutual funds limit 
their investments to federally tax- 
exempt securities, the interest passed 
on to fund-owners is also exempt from 
the Internal Revenue Service draft. 
There are even funds exempt from state 
as well as federal income tax. These 
funds invest in municipals from only a 
single state, making them double tax- 
free for buyers living in that state. 

OK. You’re really turned on by tax- 
free funds. Should you rush to your 
phone, dial the Dreyfus hotline, 
1-800-USA-LION, and roar ‘‘I want in 
right now’’? If you did, the Dreyfus 
lion would likely roar right back: 
“Which tax-exempt fund?’’ As is the 
case for all mammalian transactions, 
especially in times of economic uncer- 
tainty, there are complications. Here 
are a few tips on how to tame that lion 
before you enter its lair. 

Because tax-exempt funds carry a tax 
break, they pay lower rates of interest 
than taxable funds. Therefore, before 
comparing a tax-exempt to a taxable 
security, the tax-free rate must be 
adjusted upward to account for its tax 
savings. : 


To make this adjustment you begin 
by checking your “‘marginal’’ income 
tax rate, or the rate paid on your last 
dollar of earnings. As an example, if 
you filed a 1988 federal tax return as a 
single person and your taxable income 
was between $17,851 and $43,150, your 
marginal federal rate was 28 percent. 
Over $43,150, you were looking at a 33 
percent rate, until you hit the really- 
raking-it-in gong at $89,560. That’s 
where the Reagan tax-reform team 
decided to reward true entrepreneur- 
ship by cutting rates back to 28 percent. 

Once you have your marginal tax 
rate, subtract it from 100 percent. 
Next, to get the tax-free rate’s taxable 
equivalent, divide the tax-free rate by 
the marginal tax subtraction result. To 
illustrate, using a 28 percent marginal 
tax rate and a 7 percent tax-free interest 
rate: 100 percent minus 28 percent is 72 
percent or .72; dividing a .07 tax-free 
rate by .72 gives you 9.72 percent, 
which is your taxable equivalent of a 
tax-free 7 percent. 

Now that you’ve gone through a 
muni rate conversion, the following 
caveats should be considered before 
choosing which, if any, tax-exempt 
fund best suits your own economic 
situation: 
= Some tax-exempt funds invest in low- 
grade or ‘“‘junk’”’ munis, which are the 
most vulnerable to default. Beware of 
these ‘‘high-income”’ or ‘‘high-yield’’ 
tax-free funds. They’ve traded safety 
for increased interest and the percent or 
two extra they pay is often not worth 
the added risk. 

w Investors living in California and 
other states with high income taxes 
should definitely look into the double 
tax-free funds for their state. Along 
with Dreyfus, the Vanguard Group, 
Fidelity, Benham and most full-service 
brokers offer both state and federal 
tax-free funds. And New York City res- 
idents can get an additional free ride on 
their city income tax. (To estimate a 
double tax-free rate’s taxable equiva- 
lent, first calculate your combined state 
and federal marginal tax rate.) 

@ Pay particularly close attention to the 
average ‘‘maturity’’ of a tax-free 
fund’s portfolio. Long-term tax- 
exempt funds hold bonds coming due 
or maturing in ten years or later, while 
tax-free money market funds have very 
short-term average maturities of 60 
days or less. There are also inter- 
mediate-term funds. 

The longest-term funds generally 
pay the highest interest rates, but the 
price of these tax-exempts could drop 
sharply if inflation heats up. If you’re 
forced to sell your fund shares after the 
fall, your zero tax could become a less- 
than-zero return on your investment. 
On the other hand, tax-free money 
markets have a far lower inflation 
tisk. The interest rates they pay will 
track inflation and short-term interest 
rates up as well as down. But the tax- 
free money market’s share price will 
always remain unchanged. 

The Vanguard Group’s California 
tax-free money market is one of the 
more popular.

A TASTEOF MEXICO 


La Perla No. 2 has the feel and flavor of a true Mexican restaurant

A PERLA reminds me of all 
the reasons why people open 
restaurants when they move 
to a foreign country. Imagine 
how comforting it would be 
to find an American restaurant serving 
great food, familiar and authentic, ina 
wildly exotic setting. San Francisco 
may not be wildly exotic, but it probably 
feels so to someone from the South 
Pacific or a small town in Mexico. 

La Perla is a gem snatched from 
“somewhere”? in Mexico: It’s very 
much like any restaurant you’ll find 
when traveling through that country. 
La Perla always seems to have the front 
doors open, which makes for a very in- 
viting feeling — just like places in Mex- 
ico and other warm-weather environ- 
ments. I think the corner on which it’s 
situated is a permanent warm spot, 
always lively and neighborly. 

The usual jukebox, with mostly 
Latin music and a few American stand- 
bys, adds to the atmosphere. Em- 
broidered tablecloths covered in plastic 
and a container of toothpicks on each 
table again capture the feel of Mexico. 
The service is friendly and cordial, and 
after a couple of visits you may feel like 
you’re eating at a friend’s home. 

The sensibly small menu, written in 
Spanish and English, has something 
for everyone. The meals are unpreten- 
tious, generous and fresh, just as Mex-

ican food should be. Guacamole ($3 
for a small order and $5 for a large) is a 
traditional way to start the meal. 
Perfectly spiced with salsa cruda and 
slightly chunky, the simple appetizer is 
great with the fresh tortilla chips and 
fiery, deep-red salsa placed on your 
table as you sit down. 

Carnitas ($7), one of my favorite 
things in life, is wonderful here. Slightly 
fatty, juicy and very flavorful chunks 
of roast pork, served with fluffy rice 
and beans, is a winner. The camarones 
al mojo de ajo ($7.50) weren’t as 
rewarding, though. The rice and beans 
were great, as usual, but the shrimps 
were a bit overcooked and dry. This isa 
common problem in Latin restaurants, so 
I usually avoid shrimp or scallops (fish is 
usually cooked quite nicely, though). 

Zope ($4) was terrific. Although nor- 
mally served with rice and beans, we 
asked for two zopes without as an ap- 
petizer for the table. This bountiful 
dish is made with handmade corn tor- 
tillas shaped with a slight edge to hold 
the fillings of chicken, beef, pork or 
guacamole. Each round is topped with 
shredded lettuce, tomato, fresh cheese 
and sour cream: delicious. 

Also very good was the special of the 
day, costilla de puerco y albondigas 
($4.50), a large plate filled with short 
pork ribs in a spicy red sauce. There 
were no meatballs this evening, but why 
gild the lily? 

Equally tasty was carne asada ($7), 
the ever-so-popular grilled skirt steak. 
The thin, pleasantly dry and generous 
steak was served with rice, beans and 
french fries — a meat- and starch- 
lover’s delight. If you like, you can 
shred little pieces of the meat and make 


soft tacos with salsa, rice and beans. 
Bistek ranchero ($7) is a combina- 
tion of chopped beef, celery, onions 
and jalapeno peppers in a spicy sauce. 
Some bits of meat were less tender than 
others, but the whole thing was very 
good and quite filling, to say the least. 
I particularly enjoyed a combination 
plate of tamale and enchilada for the 
ridiculously low price of $5. A large 


«handmade corn tortilla filled with 


tender shredded pieces of chicken in a 
mild sauce, and a large homemade 
tamale filled with pork, were great 
together. The slightly sweet corn meal 
surrounding the tender pork was sim- 
ple, humble and just wonderful. Salsa 
cruda would be perfect with the tamale. 

The handmade fresh corn tortillas 
are reason enough to eat at La Perla. 
The chef makes the masa for the tor- 
tillas and pats them by hand, then 
presses them using a hand-operated 
press. The results are true perfection — 
wide, not too thick and cooked just 
enough on the griddle. A large stack is 
offered with each meal. 

Mexican beers and sodas are served 
for $1 to $2. Freshly squeezed carrot 
juice and atole, a traditional Mexican 
drink, are also available. The regular 
customers dine singly, in pairs and in 
large families; there are kids on their 
own and even a few romantic couples 
— in short, this is a place for everyone 
and anyone with a real appetite for 
great Mexican food served in a home- 
sick-for-Mexico environment. 5

MPROVISATION IS one of music’s 
greatest mysteries. It intimidates many 
classically trained artists, perplexes many 
listeners and challenges even the wildest 
spirits to push themselves beyond old 
limits. During a recent, largely improvised 
press conference at Koncepts Cultural 
Gallery, Miles Boisen and Laura Wernick 
of Sound Affects announced the First Annual 
Bay Area Improvised Music Festival, with 15 acts 
slated over three consecutive nights, Wednesday, 
Aug. 2nd through Friday, Aug. 4th. 

““We don’t know what we’re doing,’’ Wernick 
said, sparking spontaneous protests from the 
gathered musicians, ‘‘we’re stepping out into an 
area which is unknown, creating it as it goes 
along.”’ ‘‘It’s a very known thing,’’ countered 
pianist/performance artist Greg Goodman, “‘it’s 
an impulse all over the world.’’ ‘“You want to do 
something,”’ continued pianist/activist Jon Jang, 
founder of the Pan-Asian Arkestra, ‘‘but like 
life, we don’t know how it’s going to be.”’ 

After Boisen explained that the festival is 
intended to appeal ‘‘not to one, limited elite 
audience . . . to present both lesser-known and 
better-known musicians in an equal setting . . . 
and to be participatory for the audience,”’ several 

of the musicians grappled with the basic musical 
concept. ‘‘Improvisation is freedom,”’ offered 
Sherri Thal of Witches Brew, an all-women 
string, voice and percussion group founded by 
Irene Sazer of Turtle Island String Quartet, “‘the 
freedom to explore yourself in the present 
moment.’’ ‘‘Good improvisation involves spon-

taneously and creatively setting the limits in which 
you’re going to make choices,”’ said Bob 
Ostertag, who will be performing with Goodman 
and ROVA saxophonist Larry Ochs. “‘It’s taking 
chances,”’ Peter Apfelbaum explained. ‘‘But if 
you improvise too freely,’’ warned Jin Hi Kim, 
“the audience will feel that it doesn’t have 


’ energy, it fails to have a natural structure.” 


The idea of an improvised music festival isn’t 
new in the Bay Area; in the mid-’70s, Robert 
Havens and others organized a series of free 
music festivals. This event, however, brings 
together veterans of that earlier scene with 
younger musicians who are plowing the field for 
the first time, and it taps an extraordinary variety 
of influences, from rock and jazz to Klezmer, 
Korean and completely ‘‘free’* musics, on 
instruments including guitar, violin, cello, sax- . 
ophone, electric and acoustic keyboards, clarinet, 
percussion and prerecorded tapes. The program 
features, on Wednesday — Ben Goldberg/ 
Sheldon Brown/Richard Saunders/Rebecca 
Craig, Jin Hi Kim, O-type, Henry Kaiser, and the 
Glenn Spearman Quartet with Paul Murphy, 
India Cook and Kash Killion; on Thursday — Ut 
Gret, Beth Custer/Fred Lonberg-Holm, Adrian 
M. Plott/J.A. Dean, Greg Goodman, and 
Negativland; on Friday — Trio Opeye, Larry 
Ochs/Bob Ostertag/Greg Goodman, Jon Jang, 
Witches Brew, and Peter Apfelbaum. All shows 
are at 8 pm, at Koncepts Cultural Gallery, 480 
Third St., Oakl.; tickets are $7 per evening or $12 
for all three.

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GRANT HIM a line of thought 

and comedian Josh Kornbluth will run 
with it — after all, that’s what 

improv’s all about. Hold back and he’ll 
tell you stories (most of which he 
swears are true) that'll make you 
wonder the same thing that Kornbluth is 
wondering: Who is Josh Kornbluth? 

As he tells it, he’s the 30-year-old son 
of Communist parents from New York 
City, brought up by his father to be the 
leader of the next workers’ revolution. Is 
he unique? Well, he thinks so. “I divide 
the world into two groups of people,” he 
says in his act. “Those raised by my 
parents, and those not raised by my 
parents.” Considering that he’s an only 
child, that makes for a pretty unbalanced 
division. But Kornbluth is just joshing. 

As a kid, he says, he did feel different. 
He was the one with the super-cooties — 
the “communist cooties” as he so pre- 
cisely puts it during his routine. “But,” 
he explains, “my act is like a mirror. | 
see myself better and the audience sees 
itself in my stories. The more specific my 
Stories are, the more general the 
audience acceptance is.” 

So, in the empathizing laughter 
from the dimly-lit room where Kornbluth 
performs, he learns in a sort of comedy 
catharsis, that fundamentally, “there’s 
no weird or normal,” and not even his 
implausible upbringing can pit him 
against the billions of others on the 
planet. 

if anything, his past has provided him 
with a wealth of comic material. But he 
doesn’t just stick to his Spalding Gray- 
esque ramblings. He banters with the 
audience in a free-flowing, risky per- 
formance complete with songs — Dylan 
folk, Grandmaster Josh rap — for which 
he is backed up by the Bob Brumbeloe 
Jazz Trio (which beats out a commen- 
dable rap track) and his own guitar 
strumming and harmonica blowing. 

The show is preceded by several 
Straight-ahead jazz numbers because, 
he explains, it helps to set the 
“improvisational mood.”

Two films explore cultural exchange

NE OF my favorite things 
about San Francisco is the 
opportunity we have to 
sample other cultures, 
cuisines and languages. 

Not coincidentally, one of my favor- 
ite kinds of film — andif it’s not a genre 
it should be — is the cultural exchange 
story. It’s what Siskel and Ebert call the 
“fish out of water’’ movie, in which 
one or more visitors from another plan- 
et (e.g., £.T.), another part of our own 
planet (A Great Wall), another time 
(Back to the Future) or another reality 
(Splash) is plunked down in a strange 
place and learns to survive, usually by 
sharing some of their own culture and 
absorbing some of the local brand. 

Two interesting new films fall 
squarely in this category. I recommend 
them both, but if you can see only one, 
I'll indulge in a little chauvinism and 
lean toward West Is West, the one that 
was filmed in San Francisco. It’s also 
the more accessible choice, as it was 
made in English from an American 
viewpoint, while the New York-set The 
Suitors is told from an Iranian perspec- 
tive in their own language. 

West Is West opens with Vikram 
(Ashutosh Gowariker) arriving from 
Bombay and being hassled by the cus- 
toms inspector at SFO, probably be- 
cause he keeps looking self-consciously 


at the camera. Although he hopes to at- 
tend UC Berkeley, Vikram denies being 
a student and claims to be just a tourist. 
The inspector reduces his visa from six 
months to one. 

Finding his sponsor and only Amer- 
ican contact out of the country, Vikram 
goes looking for a place to stay in the 
city. At $175 a night the Westin St. 
Francis is a little out of his range, so he 
winds up in a Tenderloin fleabag run by 
an Indian woman, Mrs. Shah (Pearl 
Padamsee), who came from Bombay 
25 years earlier. 

With his money running low, Vikram 
takes a job as night clerk at the hotel. 
He gets to know some of the other 
tenants, including transvestite hooker 
Eric Jody Ray, «and encounters 
punkette Sue (Heidi Carpenter) when 
she and arather large band try to rent a 
single room for a night. She becomes 
his guide to another facet of San Fran- 
cisco, and a free spirit against whom to 
measure his yuppie values — their phi- 
losophies prove to be farther apart than 
their cultures. Sue calls Vikram 
‘‘Johnny Sitar’’ and shows a vague in- 
terest in his culture. 

Immigration shows no interest in his 
culture, confusing him with a similarly 
named terrorist and threatening to de- 
port him. Recognizing Vikram’s poten- 
tial, Mrs. Shah tries to arrange a marriage 
for him with her niece, offering to spon- 
sor them both for American citizenship. 

After a few weeks of having doors 
slammed in his face Vikram tires of 
America, even becoming bored with 
hamburgers; but an INS deadline 
strengthens his resolve to stay, and he 
takes desperate measures to do so. 





There’s a surprisingly upbeat ending, 
complete with the kind of musical num- 
ber Vikram says is de rigeur in Hindu 
movies. You come out feeling good 
enough to excuse any minor flaws in 
what went before. 

Writer-director-editor and co-pro- 
ducer (with his wife, Cristi Janaki 
Rathod) David Rathod is himself the 
offspring of an Indian-American mar- 
riage and lived in India for several 
years, though he’s been based in San 
Francisco since 1976. He captures an 
untouristy — perhaps anti-tourist — 
side of the city, and stops the action oc- 
casionally for interesting still photos of 
Vikram as the calm eye in a hurricane 
of urban activity. 

Despite his lack of promise in the 
opening scene, Ashutosh Gowariker 
goes on to give a solid performance in 
the leading role. The film has been well 
cast, so everyone is believable, but one 
actress I wanted to see more of was the 
Meryl Streep-like Janene Mitchell, who 
appears briefly as Sue’s sister. 

Having worked in music videos, 
Rathod has scored the film carefully, 
including several examples of bicul- 
tural pop by Sheila Chandra and Jai 
Uttal. This adds to the feeling that West 
Is West is an agreeable learning exper- 
ience for all concerned. 


OST OF what I know I’ve 
Me from the movies, 
which is why everything I 


know is wrong — but that’s another 
story. Seeing your own culture through 
another set of eyes, as in West Is West, 
can be as informative as seeing another 
culture through the camera’s eye, as 
you do in The Suitors. This odd film 
may be a black comedy, at least in part, 
but it’s hard to know when to laugh 
unless you’re Iranian. With wild mood 
swings and an almost constant working 
against expectation, it keeps you 
pleasantly off guard. 

Mariyam (Pouran Esrafily) is 
brought to New York from Iran by a 
new husband she hardly knows — his 
family proposed to her family during 
one of his visits back from America. 
She too has a bad time at the airport, in- 
cluding a hassle at customs because she 
won’t remove her veil. 

She’s hardly in the country 24 hours 
before her husband is killed in a tragi- 
comedy of errors involving the slaugh- 
ter of a sheep in a New York apartment 
that leads to aSWAT team being called. 
“I hope this is your last sorrow,”’ says 
Mr. Amin, the lawyer who brings 
Mariyam the bad news. 

She’s young, she’s beautiful, she’s 
been trained to subjugate herself to a 
man and now she’s collected $500,000 
in life insurance. Before long her hus- 
band’s best friends have begun kissing 
up to Mariyam. The one she’s most at- 
tracted to is Reva (Shahab Navab), be- 
cause he respects her independence and 
doesn’t seem to want anything from her. 

Amin wants her to marry Ali (Ali 
Azizian), and virtually kidnaps her to 
his Long Island home to force the wed- 
ding. When Mariyam decides to take 
charge of her own destiny, she does it in 
an unexpected and violent way, show- 
ing amazing resourcefulness in some re- 
spects. The movie then turns into a kind 
of thriller, although its somewhat mean- 
dering pace at this point calls that into 
question. Unlike the satisfying resolution 
of West Is West, The Suitors winds up 
open-ended and somewhat baffling. 

Pouran Esrafily is an interesting ac- 
tress, but she didn’t help clarify the 
script for me at certain points on the 
question of whether Mariyam was act- 
ing out of intelligence or instinct, cun- 
ning or desperation. 

For the most part, writer-director 
Ghasem Ebrahimian does an effective 
job of balancing on the knife edge be- 
tween comedy and drama, although his 
job and ours might have been easier if 
he’d decided which way he wanted to 
go. Incidentally, one of the film’s two 
editors was Amir Naderi, who directed 
the Iranian classic The Runner. a

CONVENT CONVERSION 


Edith Stein provides little insight into a controversial life 


EDITH STEIN. By Arthur Giron, directed 
by Lee Sankowich. Plays at Zephyr 
Theatre, SF. Open-ended run.

HE REAL-LIFE saga of 

Edith Stein is shot through 

with ironies. Stein was an 

Orthodox German Jew 

who converted to Cathol- 
icism. She was a gifted scholar who re- 
nounced teaching for a life of prayer in 
a Carmelite convent. And, in the end, 
she was a pious nun put to death in the 
Nazi gas chambers of Auschwitz. 

That fate was not the final irony of 
Stein’s reverberant existence. In 1987, 
Pope John Paul II beatified her as a 
‘blessed’? martyr of the Catholic 
church, a move attacked by Jewish 
groups and members of Stein’s own 
family. Why put the focus on one con- 
verted Catholic martyr, they asked, in- 
stead of on six million Jewish victims? 
And just this month Stein’s name came 
up again in the international press when 
Jewish protesters attempting to close 
down an Auschwitz-based convent 
built in her honor were violently at- 
tacked by Polish workers. 

In the biographical drama Edith 
Stein, now on view at the Zephyr 
Theatre, playwright Arthur Giron 
blends fact and fiction to try and clarify 
the thorny conflicts in Edith Stein’s 
life, and explore the controversy swirl- 
ing over her memory. The play has 
been given a handsome, restrained 
mounting by Lee Sankowich (a former 
Bay Area director now based in Los 
Angeles), with stunning lighting by 
Kirk Bookman and a stark, effective 


set by Ursula Belden. Actress Theresa 
Plikaitis plays the demanding title 


‘role, making Stein a luminescent 


presence throughout. 

But despite the sleek production, 
and the intriguing history it draws on, 
this is a disconcerting and often opaque 
piece of theater. With its dry, polemical 
dialogue and wobbly point of view, it’s 
hard to know what the author intended 
to communicate in Edith Stein. Was 
Edith a heroine? A saint? A traitor to 
her religion? What does her life signify, 
and where do we place it vis a vis our 
overall understanding of the Holocaust? 

The play begins as a rather plodding 
investigation into Stein’s conversion. 
The initial attraction to Catholicism is 
dramatized in a giddy, fervent en- 
counter with a pious friend, Hannah 
(Roberta Callahan), followed by a 
long, polemical debate between Edith 
and her devout Jewish mother (Kitty 
Newman). Both scenes are earnest and 
talky, but they don’t get to the heart of 
the woman’s sudden religious fervor. 

Matters perk up a bit when a fic- 
tionalized Gestapo minister of religion 
named Karl-Heinz (Anthony McKay) is 
introduced. In the show’s most striking 
scene, Edith, dressed in bridal gown 
and veil, takes her Carmelite vows as 
Karl-Heinz, decked out in full Nazi 
regalia, is sworn into the SS. On the 
darkened, candlelit stage the parallels 
and differences between the two in- 
duction rituals have a special resonance. 

In the second act, a counter-plot 
never develops around Karl-Heinz. In- 
stead, ina manner that strains credulity, 
he becomes Edith’s ardent pursuer, 
wooing her at the window of her con- 
vent every day. From then on the play 


focuses on Edith’s struggle to keep 
praying for this lascivious Nazi while she 
resists his advances — the ultimate test 
of her Christian love and generosity. 

In the end, Giron enshrines his sub- 
ject in the mists of sanctity, suggesting 
that within her soul she combined the 
best of Jew and gentile. It’s hard to 
swallow all that piety, and the question 
of why Edith thought she could help 
her people most by entering a convent is 
naggingly unanswered. The intelligent 
and impassioned performance of 
Theresa Plikaitis provides some com- 
pensation for the script’s muddle-head- 
edness. Even when the dialogue turns 
Edith into a plaster saint, Plikaitis keeps 
showing us the warm, intelligent, fallible 
woman within. This is an actor who can 
startle you with her naked expressive- 
ness: In the scene where Edith takes her 
convent vows, her face suddenly lights 
up with what the poet Shelley called ‘‘the 
white radiance of eternity.”’ 

Throughout Edith Stein there are 
modern-day exchanges between 
Weismann, a Jewish Holocaust sur- 
vivor (Bernie Segal), and a prioress 
(Winifred Mann) about whether the 
Auschwitz convent named for Stein 
should close down. The end is am- 
biguous, but the the two end up break- 
ing bread together in a show of inter- 
faith brotherhood. 

The real situation in Poland has not 


-been so easily solved. 


This play, though clearly a labor of 
respect and admiration for Stein, 
doesn’t go beyond a very basic treat- 
ment of the Holocaust. And it doesn’t 
give us much insight into the complex 
psyche of a most unusual woman of 
thecloth. a

West Is West 

Poor Ashutosh Gowariker, No 
sooner does he arrive in San 
Francisco from Bombay, 
hoping to study engineering at 
UC Berkeley, than Immigration 
arbitrarily cuts his visa from 
six months to one, he finds his 
patrons have disappeared and 
he's forced to get a room and 
a job in a seedy, transient 
Tenderloin hotel run by for- 
midable Indian immigrant land- 
lady Pearl Padamsee. The 
naive Gowariker, whose tastes 
run to junk food and horror 


movies, meets offbeat henna- 
haired Heidi Carpenter, who 
introduces him to the city’s 
subterranean music scene. 
So, when he's rejected by 
Berkeley and Immigration's 
threatening to deport him, he 
begs Carpenter to marry him, 
thereby giving him green-card 
status, and, after a few abor- 
tive adventures, things do 
work out, albeit a little 
differently.

HONKY-TONK 
HEAVEN 


Hancock and Gilmore turn Slim's into 
a West Texas roadhouse 


JIMMIE_DALE GILMORE AND THE 
CONTINENTAL DRIFTERS, AND

O SINGLE country & 

western performer has 

ever matched the genius 

of Hank Williams, but. 

Jimmie Dale Gilmore 

and Butch Hancock add up to the best 

singer-songwriter of honky-tonk music 

since young Hank succumbed in the 
backseat of his Cadillac in 1953. 

While country radio focuses on pop 

crossovers and tame ‘“‘new tradi- 

tionalists,’’ and suburban audiences 

flock to giant concerts by Alabama and 

Dolly Parton, Gilmore and Hancock 

are tearing it up in small clubs in relative 

obscurity. Armed with Gilmore’s 





unearthly voice and Hancock’s prolific 
pen, they brought their overlapping 
double bill into Slim’s last week and 
came pretty darned close to turning the 
SOMA nightspot into a loose-jointed, 
Texas roadhouse. 

Amarillo-born Gilmore met Hancock 
in 1957 at Atkins Junior High in the lat- 
ter’s hometown of Lubbock. Eventual- 
ly they were hanging out with a third 
West Texas musketeer, Joe Ely, and in 
1970 they formed the Flatlanders. Ely 
has since gone on to some success as the 
hardest rocker from those country 
roots. But until recently, Gilmore and 
Hancock were better-known in the rest 
of the country as legendary figures of 
the Austin axis than as real-life per- 
formers. Hancock’s songwriting 
cropped up all over Joe Ely albums 
and Gilmore’s singing was highly 
touted but rarely heard outside Texas. 
Last year, however, the Bay Area’s 
HighTone Records issued Gilmore’s 


Fair & Square, capturing a truly great 
voice of country music on one of the 
finest country albums of the ’80s, and 
Hancock, who makes his own private- 
label records and tapes back home, 
gave a marathon solo concert at 
Berkeley’s Freight & Salvage. Finally, 
Gilmore and Hancock were becoming 
flesh and blood, if not world-famous. 

Once out of the woodwork, these 
good ol’ boys couldn’t be stopped. 
HighTone just released Gilmore’s sec- 
ond album, Jimmie Dale Gilmore, a 
slightly more mainstream production 
recorded in Nashville; Demon Records 
in England is ready to issue a double 
album of Hancock’s best work (pend- 
ing Hancock’s completion of the cover 
art); and both men have put together 
sharp bands to take out on the road. 

Playing matched acoustic guitars, 
Hancock and Gilmore opened the 
show with a seven-song set of duets. 
Kicking off with ‘‘Hello Stranger,”’ 
they offered a virtual overture for the 
rest of the evening, exchanging leads on 
the verses, criss-crossing on the 
choruses and slipping into twangy har- 
monies that were at once fresh and 
timeless. ‘‘I’ve become an expert at 
stealin’ Butch’s songs,”’ Gilmore con- 
fessed at one point, and the duo indeed 
drew onsuch Hancock compositions as 
“One Road More” (a Flatlander’s 
staple) and ‘‘Firewater’’ (with the ap- 
parent jab at Hancock’s most obvious 
song-poetry and vocal parallel, Bob 
Dylan — ‘“‘the bartender knows you 
gotta serve somebody.”’) 

After a short break, Gilmore re- 
turned with the Continental Drifters, a 
quartet of excellent musicians who sup- 
plied bass, drums, guitar (lead, pedal 
steel and slide) and fiddle accompani- 
ment for his high, supple vocals. With 
his sunken cheeks, narrow nose and 
bony jaw, Gilmore looks like a Dodge 
City undertaker but his childlike smile 
and twinkling eyes turn his angular face 
sweetly angelic, and when he opens his 
mouth, this most amazing voice 
materializes as if passed down from 
above by the disembodied spirits of 
Jimmie Rodgers and Hank Williams. 
Every vowel is put through a wah wah 
pedal somewhere in his sinuses, and yet 
every word is wrapped in a glistening 
teardrop of sorrow or joy. For more 
than an hour, Gilmore serenaded the 
small but faithful audience with a few 
originals and songs associated with Mel 
Tillis (“Honky Tonk Song’’), Townes 
Van Zandt (‘‘White Freight Liner 
Blues’’), Boz Scaggs (‘‘Up to You’’), 
Elvis Presley (‘‘Trying to Get to You”’ 
and ‘‘I was the One’’) and, of course, 
Butch Hancock. 

Hancock followed with his own hour 
among the Sunspots — bassist Larry 
Lange, drummer Frosty (yes, of Lee 
Michaels’ ‘“You Know What I Mean’’ 
fame), and former Ely guitar virtuoso 
Jesse Taylor. If Dylan’s songwriting 
had held up over the years and he had 
found truth in the Texas panhandle in- 
stead of the Southern California house 
of god, he might sound as convincing 
and relevant as Butch Hancock. 
Through ten songs, driven by Frosty’s 
solid rhythms and marked by one 
amazing Taylor solo after another, 
Hancock spat out his relentlessly 
rhyming flatland philosophizing. 
Gilmore then returned and chimed in 
his nasal harmonies on ‘‘Down on the 
Drag,’’ ‘“‘If You Were a Bluebird”’ and 
*Dallas,’’ before Hancock closed out 
with ‘‘Tell Me What You Know.”’ For 
the encores, the Continental Drifters 
joined the Sunspots for a jam on 
“West Texas Waltz’’ and a riotous 
“Long Snake Moan’’ that had the 
small remaining crowd bouncing 
around the floor. 

Hank Williams died before he hit 30 
and lives on only in legend and on 
treasured recordings. Hancock and 
Gilmore are both in their mid-40s and 
still going strong, but getting them 
together on one stage last Wednesday 
night was about as close as it comes to 
honky-tonk heaven in San Francisco.

Phranc: Mixing satire and protest on a major label. 





Marcus Roberts, The Truth is 
Spoken Here (Novus) 

In his four years with the annointed 
savior of acoustic jazz Wynton Marsalis, 
pianist Marcus Roberts absorbed the 
young master's predeliction for main- 
stream classicism. On his solo debut, 
Roberts approaches classics by 
Thelonious Monk and Duke Ellington 
respectfully but not imitatively, and he 
establishes his own distinctive voice as a 
composer on five originals. At 25, 
Roberts displays a remarkably seasoned 
sense of time and phrasing, whether 
comping behind his impressive horn 
players (Marsalis on trumpet, Todd 

, Williams and the late Charlie Rouse on 
tenor sax), stretching out over the 
forceful rhythms of drummer Elvin Jones 
and bassist Reginald Veal, or juggling 
space and silence in his solo pieces. The 
current tendency among young players 
to immerse themselves in the pre-'‘free”’ 
jazz tradition, from New Orleans through 
mid-'60s Miles, may be largely conserva- 
tive, but the legacy is worthy and 
Roberts is certainly an impressive 
guardian 


Phranc, | Enjoy Being a Girl 
(Island) 

The story — a singer on a major label 
tells homophobes where to stick it ‘’cuz 
|'m a Jewish lesbian'’ — and the cover 
— a gorgeous '50s teen-idol send-up in 
primary colors, complete with flattop 
haircut, turtleneck sweater, cherry 
blossoms, artificial grass and a whole- 
some glass of milk — almost over- 
shadow the music, a rambling blend of 
pointed satires, affectionate tributes and 
angry protests. From the trend-jabbing 
opener, ‘‘Folksinger’’ (‘‘Androgyny's the 





ticket, at least it seems to be/just don't 
wear a flattop and mention sexuality”’), 
Phranc carries on in an unstraight, 
mostly accu. guitar-and-voice folk 
vein, with campy sidetrips through the 
Rodgers & Hammerstein title track, Toys- 
R-Us and “Moonlight Becomes You."’ 
The musical styles (including Phranc's 
irony-free vocals) are pre-postmodern 
throwbacks to 1960 but the topics are 
thoroughly up-to-date, from apartheid 
(‘‘Bloodbath'’) and skinhead fascism 
(“Take Off Your Swastika’’) through a 
prosaic homage to ‘‘M-A-R-T-I-N-A," a 
lament for the kid-chomping polar bears 
in the Brooklyn Zoo (‘‘The Ballad Of Lucy 
+ Ted’’) — and you always know Which 
side Phranc's on. 


Jim Chappell, Living the 

Northern Summer (Music-West CD 
or Cassette) 

So much of the New Age phenomenon is 
So little more than the foam on a mug of 
near-beer that even the slightest hint of 
melodic inventiveness or musical muscle 
is a great relief. Chappell is a pianist who 
works territory familiar to fans of George 
Winston and Ray Lynch, rife with rolling 
chords, music box motifs and pastoral 
allusions. He writes tunes that could 
serve as television themes, commercial 
backgrounds or foundations for Carole 
King songs, and arranges them with light 
wind, string and percussion accents 
With such titles as “‘The Boy and the 
River,"’ ‘Secrets in Woods" and ‘‘Golden 
Again,” it’s all still too self-consciously 
sensitive for ears that want to be chal- 
lenged rather than soothed, but-Chappell 
digs into the acoustic keyboard with just 
enough energy to indicate that his live 
performance might crank up a notch. He 
makes an album release appearance at 
Yoshi's on Sunday, July 30th, with 
Johnnie Bamont on woodwinds and 
bassist Michael White.

The Milt Jackson 
Quartet and the 
Marcus Roberts 
Trio 


Either the veteran vibraphonist or 
the upstart neo-classicist could 
be headlining his own concert, 
but on this special double bill 
they combine for an extraor- 
dinary exhibition of mainstream 
bebop and post-bop virtuosity. 
Jackson, known as the bluesiest 
founding member of the Modern 
Jazz Quartet, has an uncanny 
sense of time and an unflagging 
enthusiasm for flailing the 
mallets on timeless burners and 
ballads from the Parker-Gillespie 
era (as captured on his latest 
release Bebop). Roberts, who 
came to prominence as Wynton 
Marsalis’s pianist, has stepped 
out on his own with a chart- 
topping album, The Truth is 
Spoken Here, that reveals his 
cool and swinging facility — at 
age 25 — with Ellington, Monk 
and his own originals in the early 
Miles Davis-via-Marsalis mode. 
His match-up with Jackson is a 
musical bridge spanning five 
decades of intelligent and ex- 
citing jazz.
